a-ycar  is  a  suflicient  salary  for  a  curate  who  per¬ 
forms  the  whole  spiritual  duty  of  a  parish,  whut 
salary  ought  the  rector  to  receive,  who  performs  no 
duty  at  all?  Or,  if  twenty-six  bishops  are  enough 
for  England,  where  the  members  of  the  Establish¬ 
ment  are,  let  us  say,  half  of  the  population,  how 
many  bishops  ought  to  sufhee  for  Ireland,  where 
the  members  of  the  Establishment  arc  but  an  eighth 
of  the  population  ?  Or,  again,  if  thirty-nine  stripes 
were  considered  a  fair  pro|>ortion  of  flagellation  for 
so  good  a  man  as  St  Paul,  how  many  stripes  ought 
to  be  inflicted  upon  the  Bisho[)  of  Exeter,  or  the 
venerable  Archdeacon  Ryder? 

But,  to  return  to  the  Report,  we  learn  that  the 
Normal  EstabliKhment  is  just  completed.  It  is  to 
consist  of  two  dej)artments,  one  for  elementary,  the 
other  for  scientific  instruction,  including,  ‘‘  in  par¬ 
ticular,  those  branches  of  science  which  have  a 
practical  application  to  hushaiidry  and  handicraft.” 

The  Commissioners  also  propose  to  erect  a 
School  of  Industr}'  near  Dublin,  with  work-rooms, 
and  a  model  farm  of  from  forty  to  fifty  acres.  Their 
views  in  the  latter  plan  are  stated  us  follows 

j  ''('ooHiiiering,  tiMt,  tlie  very  Iwirkwnrd  Mute  of  ugriculture 
'  lit  li eland,  and  that  it  folinn  tlie  only  sourre  of  eni|*loyuu'nt 
for  a  vast  (lortioii  of  the  la'.Hnfiiiig  |MN>r,  we  think  it  imrti- 
cularly  dctiirable  that  a  lu'tter  knowlvdge  of  it  hIiouIc!  ho 
promoted,  and  that  the  srluMils  under  us  should  tend  us  far 
as  praetioahle  to  bring  forwuni  an  intelligent  rlass  of  farm 
lahoiirera  and  servaiitti.” 

These  enlightened  projects  will  of  course  be  re¬ 
sisted  in  the  proper  manner.  It  would  be  perfectly 
consistent  in  the  statesmen,  who  would  confine  the 
studies  of  the  youth  of  Ireland  to  Moll  Flanders, 
to  ntlvocatc  a  return  to  the  ancient  agricultural 
.system  of  ”  ploughing  b)  the  tail.’* 

Many  other  points  in  the  Report  deserve  notice, 
but  we  have  only  space  at  present  to  advert  to  one 
more,  namely,  the  variation  proposed  in  the  existing 
rule  as'  to  religious  instruction. 

The  proposed  change  is,  that  ”  the  scriptures 
may  be  rend  duriny  (as  well  as  before  or  after) 
the  ordinary  4iours  of  school  business,  provided 
such  an  arrangement  be  made  as  that  no  chil¬ 
dren  shall  take  part  in  any  religious  instruction 
to  which  their  parents  or  guardians  object.”  To 
kec|)  this  new  arrangement  in  harmony  with  the 
fundamental  principle  of  the  system,  no  fewer  than 
six  regulations  have  been  found  necessary  by  the 
Board,  than  which  nothing  can  prove  more  clearly 
the  advantage,  in  point  of  **  convenience,”  of  the 
nde  hitherto  acted  upon.  We  doubt,  therefore, 
whether  the  Board  has  shown  a  sound  discretion  in 
making  the  alteration  in  question.

The  Commissioners  have  made  their  fourth  Re¬ 
port,  giving  a  statement  of  their  proceedings  during 
tbeyetr  ending  the  .SIst  of  March  1837,  and  indi- 
catiog  the  course  which  they  propose  to  pursue  in 
perfecting  the  system,  if  enabled  by  Pailiament  to 
execute  their  intentions.  . 

It  appears  that  between  March  1836  and  March 
1837  upwards  of  119  new  schools  came  into  opera- 
tioo.  There  were  at  the  end  of  last  March  1 ,300 
•ckoois,  under  the  Board,  and  nearly  170,(X)0  chil¬ 
dren  receiving  moral  and  religious  education,  in  the 
teeth  of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter. 

The  Ommissioners  state,  however,  that  “  they 
Quale  but  one  grant  towards  the  building  of  a 
Kbool-housc  within  the  year.”  They  add — ”  We 
bad  many  hundreds  of  applications  for  aid  before 
us,  but  we  had  not  funds  that  w  ould  enable  us  to 
wuiply  with  them.”  The  Commissioners  say  no*L 
thioj  of  the  Appropriation  Clause ;  but,  for  ourselves, 
VC  can  never  think  of  such  lamentable  deficiencies 
in  the  means  of  public  instruction,  without  remem¬ 
bering  the  profligate  sinecures  of  the  Irish  Church 
Establishment.  Churches  without  congregations 
leave  scholars  witiiout  schools.  In  the  vein  of 
Rabelais,  as  we  remarked  before,  writing  upon  this 
fulqect,  the  Church  in  Ireland  would  be  represented 
as  t  monstrous  giant,  breaking  his  fast  upon  a 
school-master,  and  swallowing  the  school  itself  for 
Itts  dinner. 

In  the  session 'of  1835  Lord  Morpeth  moved  for 
a  return  of  those  parishes  which  appear  by  the  Re¬ 
port  of  the  (Commissioners  of  Public  Instruction  to 
contain  less  than  50  members  of  the  Established 
Church,  and  their  respective  revenues.

There  have  been  no 
fewer  than  thirteen  cases  of  violent  attacks  upon 
schools  or  schoolmasters.  Schools  have  been  sacked 
and  demolished,  and  teachers  abused,  and  even 
beaten.  One  Reverend  leader  of  a  storming  party

The  Commissioners  speak  of  arithmetic  as  one  of 


the  most  important  branches  of  instruction  in  the 
national  system  ;  but  of  course  the  Churchmen  will 
suffer  no  such  dangerous  science  to  be  taught  the 
youth  of  Ireland,  without  using  their  best  endea¬ 
vours  to  prevent  it.

The  prelatical  state  and  dignity 
which  it  would  appear,  from  this  foolish  and  mean 
assumption,  that  Dr  M'Hale  covets,  are  they  not 
the  very  points  in  which  our  Protestant  Prelates  are 
furthest  removed  from  apostolic  simplicity  and  truth, 
and  whence,  then,  this  yearning  after  them  in  an 
order  of  men  who  alone,  in  this  empire,  keep  alive 
the  idea,  and  preserve,  at  least,  some  resemblance  of 
those  first  true  Bishops  who  wore  no  mitres,  dwelt 
in  no  palaces,  wore  neither  lawn  or  purple,  and 
owned  no  baronies  or  lordships  ?

THE  COURT  OF  BANKRUPTCY. 

“  There  can  be  no  douht,*’  saya  Mr  Commissioner  Fane, 
in  a  letter  addressed  to  l.ortl  Melboarne, "  tliat  the  Bankrupt 
Law,  and  the  system  by  which  it  is  administered,  require  a 
thorough  revision  and  very  extensive  reForra.  N^umberless 
rases  might  be  cited  to  establish  this  :  one  will  suffice.  Mr 
Chambers  was  declared  a  bankrupt  in  11125;  twelve  years 
have  since  elapsed,  and  it  remains  tinderided  whether  he  was 
a  binkmpt  or  oot  ;  meanwhile  170,0(MI/.  have  been  collected, 
have  been  expended  in  litigation  and  its  conse-  j 
f{ueacert,  prodigious  waste  has  been  occasioned  by  misma¬ 
nagement,  not  one  Farthing  has  reached  the  general  creditors, 
and  the  Imlance  in  hand  does  not  amount  to  Such 

are  the  Fruits  oFan  absurd  system 

Lord  Brougham  was  aware  of  this  and  other  si¬ 
milar  abuses,  and  one  of  his  first  efforts  as  a  Law 
Reformer  (the  character  of  all  others  in  which  we 
must  rejoice  to  contemplate  him)  was  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Banknipt  Law  ;  but  he  found  it  neces¬ 
sary  first  to  reform  the  tribunals  thernselves,  that 
he  might  have  fit  instruments  for  the  better  execu¬ 
tion  ot  an  improved  system.  He  created  the  Court 
of  Bankruptcy — wc  all  remember  how  vehemently 
he  was  opposed,  and  through  what  resistance  he 
forced  his  Bill.  It  seems  that  the  opposition  has 
not  ceased,  and  that  the  more  insidious  resistance  of 
tile  heads  and  seniors  of  the  profession  is  still  in 
ojierution.  We  need  scarcely  say  that  the  Juilges 
hate  new  institutions — it  has  been  so  in  all  ages  ; 
hut  their  especial  jealousy  is  directed  against  new 
jurisdictions.  An  augmentation  of  Courts  or  Jud;^s 
18  viewed  as  an  infringement  of  their  powers,  or  tlieir 
ilignities.  When  the  sacred  twelve  w’erc  increased 
to  fifteen,  we  well  remember  the  lamentations  oven 
the  mystic  number ;  hut  when  ten  more  ^.larticipa- 
tors  in  “  the  rights,  incidents,  and  privileges,”  were 
uddeil.  we  have  onl^  to  imagine  the  dismay  of  the 
esUblishcd  dignitaries,  mitigated  only  by  the  resolu¬ 
tion  that  the  enlarged  views  of  the  Legislature  should 
find  no  support  in  the  interpretations  of  the  Bench. 

Except,  however,  as  relates  to  the  general  inte¬ 
rest,  we  should  have  little  con'^^rn  in  those  compa¬ 
ratively  private  grievances  of  w  hicb  the  author  before 
us  complains  ;  it  is  to  the  in'dications  of  a  fixed  hos¬ 
tility  to  idl  reform,  in  some  classes,  and  to  inertness 
in  following  out  the  principles  of  reform,  in  others, 
that  on  this,  and  other  occasions,  we  are  anxious  to 
draw  public  attention. 

Lord  Brougham's  'Court  of  Bankruptcy  has  now 
existed  above  six  years  ;  there  has  been  ample  time, 
therefore,  for  uscpiftuining  what  part  of  his  project 
has  succc^ed  aud  what  part  has  faded.  It  will  be 
curious  if  the  result  should  show  that  the  portion 
which  the  public  voice  pronounces  to  have  succeeded 
beyond  expectation,  should  turn  out  to  be  the  pecu¬ 
liar  object  of  professional  hostility.  It  will  be  yet  more 
curious  if  we  fiud  that  the  tribunal  erected  in  strict 
‘‘oalogy  with  the  existing  Courts  of  Westniioster  Hall 
should  have  proved  utterly  abortive  ;  while  unex- 
pect»*d  success  has  attended  that  portion  of  the  ex¬ 
periment,  which  most  boldly  departed  from  esta¬ 
blished  precedent.  Mr  Fane\  pamphlet  appears  to 
u|ioii  the  Goveniment  to  follow  up  the  success  ; 
his  adversary,  the  Chief  Baron,  will  no  doubt  r^oice 
in  the  failure. 

The  CommUslonera  of  the  Court,  who,  be  it  ob¬ 
served,  are,  both  by  the  statu|a  (1  and  2  Wm.  IV) 
and  letters  patent,  ^aced  on  the  footing  of  the  Judges 
of  Westminster  Hall,  as  to  their  “  rights,  incidents, 
and  privileges,**  are  understood  to  complain  that  they 
have  not  the  requisite  power  to  preserve  order  in 
their  Courts,  and  are  consequentlv  precluded  from 


The  greater  part  of  Mr  Fane's  letter  is  occupied 
with  the  first  point ;  for  it  ap|)ears  that  it  was  on  the 
occasion  of  a  fine  inflicted  ^  him,  on  an  eminent 
attorney,  that  the  Court  of  Exchequer  ( Parke, ^  for 
some  reason  not  stated,  being  absent)  determined 
that  the  single  Commissioner  had  no  power  to  punish  ^ 
for  contempt,  a  power  which,  Mr  Fane  contends,  is  ^ 
possessed  by  every  Court  in  the  kingdom,  from  the 
High  Court  of  Chancery  to  the  Court  Leet.  What- 1 
ever  our  opinion  may  be  of  the  doctrine  of  contempts  | 
generally,  and  of  the  necessity  of  a  controlling  power  ; 
over  the  irritability  of  an  irascible  Judge,  we  must  I 
admit  that  the  Commissioner  appears  to  have  tlie 
best  of  the  argument  ;  for  we  have  looked  into  the 
case  of  tlie  King  and  Faulkner,  and  find  nothing  in 
the  debate  of  the  Barons  which  can  induce  us  to  | 
join  in  their  conclusion  that  the  first  section  of  ■ 
the  statute  of  William  IV  means  nothing ;  while  j 
there  is  abundant  proof  that  two,  at  least,  of  the  1 
Judges  knew  nothing  of  the  practical  constitution  j 
of  the  Court  of  Commissioners  ;  since  every  at¬ 
torney’s  clerk,  commonly  conversant  with  the 
practice  in  bankruptcies,  could  have  informed  them  j 
that  after  the  issuing  of  the  fiat  (which  is  equivalent 
to  a  writ)  the  whole  jurisdiction  over,  and  the  admi¬ 
nistration  of,  the  bankruptcy,  rests  with  the  single 
Commissioner;  that  there  is  notonecasein  a  hundred 
in  which  the  Subdivision  Court  (which  the  Barons 
supposed  to  be  the  primary  jurisdiction)  ever  inter¬ 
feres  at  all,  and  then  it  is  at  the  instance  of,  and  by 
virtue  of  the  adjournment  of,  the  single  Commissioner. 
There  is,  it  is  true,  an  appiellate  jurisdiction  in  the 
Court  of  Review  ;  but  that  also  is  now  so  rarely  re¬ 
quired,  and  perhaps  so  little  satisfactory  when  re¬ 
sorted  to,  that  its  abolition  may  be  one  of  the  next 
amendments  of  the  system. 

I  Let  it  not  he  thought,  however,  that  we  are  un¬ 
friendly  to  facility  of  appeal  ;  w'e  are  among  its  most 
strenuous  advocates  ;  but  an  appeal  should  be  to  a 
tribunal  so  much  above  the  original  Court  as  to 
preclude  the  idea  of  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction.  The 
Commissioners,  probably,  wish  that  there  had  been 
an  appeal  from  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  we  cer¬ 
tainly  must  admit  that  there  appears  to  be  an  ano¬ 
maly  in  one  triSuiial  deciding  without  appeal,  and  in 
the  suininary  form  of  a  motion,  on  the  most  import¬ 
ant  rights  of  another  tribunal,  but  one  step  in  the 
scale  below  it,  and  virtually  (as  it  is  contended)  re¬ 
pealing,  or  rendering  nugatory,  a  solemn  enactment 
of  tlie  I.egislature,  confirineJ  by  the  King’s  letters 
patent. 

Here  we  shall  quit  this  part  of  the  subject  for  the 
present,  congratulating  oiir  author  that  he  has  had 
the  courage  to  resort  (however  contrary  to  prece¬ 
dent)  to  that  High  Court  of  Appeal  in  which  we 
have  the  honour  of  practising  as  advocates — “  Public 
Opinion.” 

But,  allowing  all  due  weight  to  that  which  may 
be  denominated  the  private  rights  or  privileges  of 
the  new  Courts,  a  question  of  much  higher  import¬ 
ance  remains  behind — “  When  arc  w’e  to  have  the  new 
system  of  law,  for  the  administration  of  which  the 
new  Court  was  created  Six  years  have  elapsed, 
and  all  the  worst  anomalies  are  still  permitted  to  re¬ 
main  unamended.  The  only  ostensible  excuse  for 
this  omission  has  hitherto  been  the  pending  question 
of  the  abolition  of  imprisonment  for  debt.  This  we 
should  have  admitted  to  be  a  valid  reason  for  delay, 
if  we  saw  any  indication  of  an  intention  of  taking  an 
enlarged  view  of  the  law  of  debtor  and  creilitor,  in 
all  its  bearings  and  in  all  its  branches  ;  but  of  that 
there  is  not  the  slightest  symptom  ;  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  the  Bill  now  in  the  House  of  Lords  abandons 
all  those  provisions  which  would  have  tended  to  assi¬ 
milate  the  remedies  against  debtors,  whether  traders 
or  non-traders  ;  and  to  give  to  debtors  a  somewhat 
similar  protection  against  misfortune,  whether  occa¬ 
sioned  hy  commercial,  professional,  or  private  failure. 
It  has  been  thus  cut  down  (as  it  is  said)  to  meet  the 
narrower  views  of  the  Lords,  and  thus  to  conciliate 
their  consent ; — has  the  expedient  succeeded  ?  We 
are  misinformed  if  the  insufficiency  of  the  measure 
is  not  now  made  the  pretence  for  its  rejection ! 
The  hill  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee, 
the  mysterious  secresv  of  whose  proceeding  gives  us 
reason  to  doubt  whether  any  public  good  will  result 
from  their  supposed  labour.  To  us  it  appears  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  main  object  will  be  to  reduce  the  im-

Commissioners  in  London,  is  sleeping  in  the  Com¬ 
mons,  waiting  for  some  unoccupied  half  hours  be¬ 
tween  twelve  and  two,  when,  in  the  presence  of  a 
dozen  members,  it  may  pass  its  stages  and  crawl  to¬ 
wards  the  dignity  of  a  statute,  or  afford  in  the  late¬ 
ness  of  the  session  a  pretence  for  another  year’s 
postponement.  8uch  is  the  presets  of  Law  Re¬ 
form — patches,  protences,  expedients,  just  as  much 
amendment  as  will  meet  a  temporary  clamour,  or 
rwse  a  temporary  reputation  ;  hut  of  ^ady,  ext^ 
ave,  systematic  change,  nothbg,  absolutely  aotluog ! 


THE  LAST  AND  GREATEST  ENORMIT^ 

Upon  taking  up  that  agreeable  paper  the  Time 
of  Thursday,  the  following  alarming  passage  stm  k 
our  eyes  in  the  report  of  the  speech  of  Sir  Janf*

The  revising  barrister,  a  man  of  long  standing  at 
I  the  bar,  and  of  the  same  politics  witii  the  majority  of  the 
committee,  whose  business  it  was  to  know  the  law  and  to  act 
u|)un  it.  had  not  the  grace  to  inform  tlie  committee,  according 
to  the  fact,  that  having  departed  hastily  and  l>efore  the  cun* 
elusion  of  tiie  day,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  return,  at  the  reipiest 
of  the  overseer,  to  perform  tlie  ministerial  act  of  revising  a 
list  that  was  totally  unobjected  to,  but  declared  that  he  knew 
nothing  and  could  say  nothing  of  the  law,  and  begged  the 
committee  to  instruct  him  !  The  majority  of  the  committee, 
whose. ignorance  upon  the  subject  was  second  only  to  their 
corruption,  were  thus  enabled  to  out  their  decision  u|K>n  the 
shoulders  of  this  gentleman.  Tlie  next  main  feature  was 
this : — An  overseer,  a  {lartisan  of  my  adversary,  had  caused 
by  his  sole  evidence,  four  votes  to  be  struck  off  from  iny  poll, 
on  tlie  ground  of  non-|)ayroent  of  rates.  On  the  fifth  case 
his  oath  was  contradicted  by  two  receipts  {iroduced  in  his 
own  handwriting ;  and  I  will  venture  to  .sav,  that  no  judge 
whoever  satin  Westminster  Hall  would  have  perraitteaa 
case  to  go  to  tlie  jury  for  their  consideration  u|)on  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  a  man  so  exposed  and  contradicted.

We  have  already  noticed  the  **  silly,  dull,  and  di»* 
graceful  publication”  which  has  called  forth  this  able 
and  striking  article  in  the  Edinburgh  Review. 
There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  authorship  of  the 
paper,  since,  independently  of  the  literary  power 
It  displays,  the  minute  and  detailed  information  with 
which  it  abounds,  relative  to  the  times  and  persons 
of  which  it  is  in  fact  a  series  of  rapid  and  bril¬ 
liant  historical  and  biographical  sketches,  fix  it  at 
once  upon  the  noble  and  learned  lord  who  played 
I  so  prominent  a  part  in  the  chief  transaction  it  re¬ 
fers  to. 

We  purposely  abstain  at  present  from  noticing 
that  portion  of  the  reviewer’s  observations  which  is 
devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  '*  abuses  of  the 
press  ” — a  subject  very  naturally  suggested  by  the 
character  of  the  book  under  consideration.  This 
part  of  the  subject  we  reserve  for  future  remark  and 
discussion.  For  the  present  we  shall  content  our¬ 
selves  with  laying  before  our  readers  some  extracts 
from  the  portraits  of  a  number  of  personages  of  the 
first  figure  in  the  last  half-century,  drawn  with  a 
very  masterly  hand ;  always  with  skill  and  energy, 
and  generally,  we  believe,  with  fidelity  and  truth. 

The  system  of  education  proper  for  making  bad 
Princes  has  never  been  more  happily  depicted  than 
in  the  following  account  of  the  training  and  con¬ 
sequent  character  of  George  the  Fourth.^  We  agree 
with  Bacon,  that  *‘of  all  aind  of  men  God  ie  the 
least  beholding'  unto  kings but  ae  to  Ike  two 
reasons  which  he  gives  for  the  remark,  nameir,  that 
God  *•  doth  most  for  them,  and  they  do  ormnarily 
least  fur  him,”  the  former  is  infinitely  more  ques¬ 
tionable  than  the  latter.  It  would  be  bad  if  lungs 
were  under  no  more  stringent  obligation  to  eonfbrm 
to  the  laws  of  heaven,  th^  those  under  which  they 
are  placed  by  the  splendour  of  their  birth  and  the 
height  of  their  fortune.

lively,  gifted  with  a  retentive  iDemori^  and  even  with  a  ready 
wit — endowed  with  an  exquisite  ear  for  music,  and  a  justness 
of  eye,  that  fitted  him  to  attain  refined  taste  in  the  arts — 
possessed,  too,  of  a  nice  sense  of  the  ludicrous,  which  made 
njs  relish  for  humour  sufficiently  acute,  and  bestowed  upon 
him  the  powers  of  an  accomplished  mimic.  The  graces  of 
his  person  and  his  manners  need  not  be  noted,  for  neither 
are  valuable  but  as  the  adjunct  of  higher  qualities ;  aad  the 
latter,  gracefiil  manners,  are  hardly  to  be  avoided  by  one  oc¬ 
cupying  all  his  life  that  first  station  which  removes  con¬ 
straint,  and  makes  the  movements  of  tlie  prince  as  naturally 
graceful  as  those  of  the  infant  or  the  child  too  yuui^  to  feel 
embarrassment  But  of  what  avail  are  all  natural  endow¬ 
ments  without  cultivation  ?  They  can  yield  no  more  fruit 
than  a  seed  or  a  graft  cast  out  upon  a  marble  floor ;  and  culti- 
ration,  which  implies  labour,  discipline,  self-control,  suhmL<»- 
sion  to  others,  never  can  be  applied  to  the  Hoyal  States 
They  who  believe  that  they  are  exempt  from  the  toils,  and 
hardly  liable  to  the  casualties  of  other  mortals — all  whosn 
associates,  and  most  of  whose  instructors,  set  themselven 
about  confirming  this  faith — are  little  likely  to  waste  tha 
midnight  oil  in  any  contemplations  but  those  of  the  de- 
liauchee ;  and  those  who  can  liardly  bring  tbeinselves  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  tliey  arc  subject  to  the  common  fate  of  humanity^ 
are  pretty  certain  to  own  no  inferior  control” 

After  reiiiarkiRg  that  the  line  of  the  Prince’s  p<^i-

In  all  that  related  to  his  kingly  office  he  was  the  slave  of  an 
deep-rooted  a  selfishness  as  nis  son;  and  no  feeling  of  a 
kindly  nature  ever  was  suffered  to  cross  his  mind,  whenever 
his  power  was  concerned,  either  in  its  roaintenanee,  or  in  the 
manner  of  exercising  it  In  other  respects  he  was  a  man  of 
amiable  disposition,  and  few  princes  have  been  more  exera- 


mibending  pride,  the  most  bitter  animosity,  the  most  calcu¬ 
lating  coldness  of  heart,  the  most  unforgiving  resentment, 
took  possession  of  his  whole  breast  and  swayi^  it  by  turns. 
The  habits  of  friendship,  the  ties  of  blood,  the  dictates  of 
conscience  the  rules  or  honesty  were  alike  forgotten ;  and 
the  fury  (A  the  tyrant,  with  the  resources  of  n  cunning  which 
mental  alienatioa  is  supposed  to  what,  were  ready  to  circum¬ 
vent  or  to  destn^  all  who  interpo^  an  obstacle  to  thn 
fiorcanesa  of  unbridled  desire.” 

Such  was  the  father  of  George  the  Fourth.  The 
character  of  his  amiable  mother  is  piuBted  thus  r— 
QtrZEV  CHAALOTTE. 

**  Queen  Charlotte  was  a  woman  of  the  moat  ordinary  sisa 
of  undorstandiag,  of  excoodiagly  sordid  propoasitios,  of  man¬ 
ners  and  dispoaition  that  rendered  her  Mcnliarly  Dnamiahley 
of  a  person  so  plain  as  at  once  to  defy  all  possible  suspieioii 
of  infidelity,  and  to  enhance  the  virtue  by  increasing  the  ffif- 
ficulty  of  her  husband’s  undeviating  constancy  to  her  bed. 
Her  virtue  was  so  much  accompanied  with  superfluous  starcb- 
ness  and  prudery,  that  it  set  trie  feelings  of  respect  and  sym¬ 
pathy  OB  edge ;  and  thoagh  her  regularity  of  lUe  was  unde¬ 
viating,  the  dalness  of  her  society,  the  stiffness  of  her  de¬ 


nature  rig^ntly  parsimonious,  the  slave  besides  of  inordi¬ 
nate  avarice,  she  redeemed  not  this  hateful  meanness  by  any 
of  those  higher  qualities  of  prudence  and  practical  seasn 
which  are  not  unfrequently  seen  in  its  company.  Her  spirit, 
to^  WM  obatinate,  and  not  ontinctured  witn  spite ;  she  wm 
onraygtyfaig ;  ehe  was  not  undesigning ;  she  could  mingle  in 
the  ietriguee  of ’n  Court,  as  well  as  feel  its  malignities;  aed 
her  pride  knew  no  bounds,— combining  the  speculative  arie- 
tocrscy  of  a  petty  German  court  with  the  more  practical 
baughtinsat  which  is  prcuKar  to  the  patrician  blood  of  thka 
free  countiy.  Of  the  Prince  of  Wales  she  never  bad  been  n 
friuiidj  until  be  become  Regent,  when  she  became  hie  tool 
aad  bia  slave.  On  the  contrary,  she  had  on  all  ocensioae 
partaken  of  her  hosbaod’s  batrra  of  him,  and  hail  keen  an 
reedy  an  accomplice  in  his  maltreetment  of  her  first-born 
child,  ee  she  now  made  herself  the  submiMsive  and  willing 
iostruaMal  of  injury  I*  Me  wif(^~-hie  cousin  and  her  own 
niece.  The  vieitetion  of  God  whmh  subetiteted  the!  eon  for 
hii  father  on  the  throne,  altered  the  whole  face  of  aflairs  in 
the  eyes  of  this  unaiaiable  female ;  wlm  seems  to  have  been 
rmeed  up  as  a  remarkable  proof  how  little  one  may  ba  either 
respected  or  beloved,  for  being  nbovo  repreneh  as  regard* 
the  quality  sometimee  supposed  to  compriuo  all  female  virtue^ 
and  which  indeed  is  fneuliarly  allowed  Ie  eegroM  the  aeese. 
To  gratify  the  Regenl’s  paltry  spite  ehe  now  refesed  even  to 
roceive  her  dnugbter-in-inw  at  that  Court  where  she  might 
any  day  have  beoqeie  her  succeaeor ;  and  the  pepuieoep  movofA 
with  just  iedigoatioe  at  the  behaviour  of  this  very  disagree¬ 
able  personage^  loaded  her  with  every  oflenaive  eaprsnioii^ 
nod  even  witn  ewire  mihstaetinl  aymM^le  of'  no  entrasagenk 
dingUMt,  while  ehe  wee  on  her  way  to  Itold  the  Cemrt  whenew 
she  SMeely  siiheiiHed  to  exelaie  the  Pfineeen” 

The  reriewer  relfttei  the  attachiacat  of  George 
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the  Fourth  to  Mrs  Fitshcrbert,  with  the  jtist  o^rya- 
tion  that  his  passion  for  that  sensible  and  f^cinating 
woman  was  one  of  the  few  redeeming  traits  of  the 
Prince’s  selfish  and  heartless  character.  From  this 
topic  he  proceeds  to  that  unhappy  marri^e  which 
took  place  amidst  such  loud  bursts  of  national  joy, 
but  ultimately  produced  so  much  individual  unhap¬ 
piness  and  public  agitation  and  disorder.  The  en¬ 
thusiastic  strain  in  which  the  reputation  of  the 
unfortunate  Caroline  is  vindicated,  and  the  inti¬ 
mate  knowledge  the  reviewer  evinces  of  all  the 
circumstances  of  her  history,  particularly  those 
relating  to  her  prosecution,  are  alone  sufficient  to 
fix  the  authorship  of  this  brilliant  article  upon  her 
foremost  and  ablest  advocate  and  champion.  From 
this  part  of  the  article  we  cannot  avoia  quoting  the 
following  vigorous  summary  of  the  base  acts  resorted 
to  by  her  Royal  and  rancorous  husband  to  lay  the 
grounds  for  her  impeachment  and  destruction. 

THE  EVIDENCE  AGAINST  QDEEN  CAEOLINE. 

**  Recoome  wa«  had  to  spies,  wlio  watched  all  the  parties 
did,  and  when  they  could  not  find  a  circumstance,  would 
make  one ;  men  who  chronicled  the  dinners  and  the  suppers 
that  were  eaten,  the  walks  and  the  sails  that  were  enjoyed, 
the  arrangements  of  rooms  and  the  poaitioo  of  boweis,  and 
who,  never  doubting  that  these  were  the  occasiona  and  the 
scenes  of  endearment  and  of  enjoyment,  pretended  to  have 
witnessed  the  one,  in  order  that  the  other  might  be  supposed ; 
but  with  that  inattentifm  to  particulars  which  Providence  has 
appointed  as  the  snare  for  the  false  witness,  and  the  safe¬ 
guard  of  innocence,  pretended  to  have  seen  in  such  directions 
as  would  have  required  the  rays  of  light  to  move  not  straight¬ 
forward,  but  round  about.  Couriers  that  pried  into  carriages 
where  the  travellers  were  asleep  at  grey  daylight,  or  saw  in 
the  dusk  of  dewy  eve  what  their  own  fancy  pictured, — sailors 
who  believed  that  all  persons  could  gratify  their  animal  ap¬ 
petites  on  the  public  deck,  where  themselves  had  so  often 
pinyed  the  beast’s  part, — lying  waiting-women,  capable  of 
repaying  the  kindness  and  charity  that  nad  laid  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  their  fortune,  with  the  treachery  that  could  rear  it  to 
the  height  of  their  sordid  desires,— chambermaids,  the  refuse 
of  the  streets,  and  the  common  food  of  wayfaring  licentious- 
ness,  whose  foul  fancy  could  devour  every  mark  that  beds 
might,  but  did  not,  present  to  their  practised  eye, — lechers 
of  either  sex,  who  would  fain  have  gloated  over  the  realities 
of  what  their  liquorish  imagination  alone  bodied  forth,— 
pimps  of  hideous  aspect,  whose  prurient  glance  could  pene¬ 
trate  through  the  keyhole  of  rooms  where  the  rat  sharea  with 
the  bug  the  silence  of  the  deserted  place, — these  were  the 
lierformers  whose  exploits  the  (Commissioners  chronicled, 
whose  narratives  they  collected,  and  whose  exhibition  upon 
the  great  stage  of  the  first  tribunal  of  all  the  earth,  tb^  se¬ 
dulously  and  zealously  prepared  by  frequent  rehearsal** 

An  incident  is  afterwards  related,  which  exhibits 
a  whimsical  combination  of  moral  qualities  in  the 
character  of  this  unhappy  Princess. 

GENEROSITY  AND  INJUSTICE. 

**  In  tha  acta  which  caused  this  celebrated  Princess  to  be 
'aometimes  taxed  with  the  habitual  ingratitude  of  her  caste, 
aumething  may  always  be  allowed  for  inoonsiatency  and  want 
of  refiection.  A  striking  instancs  of  this  occurred  on  the 
defeat  of  the  bill,  in  1H20.  Mr  Brougham  waited  upon  her 
to  aonuiince  it,  and  tender  his  congratiilations.  She  instantly 
said  that  there  was  a  sum  of  7,(NH>/.  at  Mr  D.  Kinnaird’s  (the 
banker’s  I  which  the  desired  him  to  take,  and  distribute 
4,(MMW.  of  it  among  hia  learned  coadjutors.  This  ha  of  course 
refused.  Her  Majesty  would  take  no  refusal,  but  the  day 
after  recurred  to  toe  subject,  and  insisted  on  hia  laying  her 
cummaoda  before  her  other  counael  They  all  Joined*  in  the 
respectful  refusal.  A  few  weeks  after,  Mr  Kionaird  sug¬ 
gested  that  tha  salaries  of  her  law  officers  ware  in  arrear, 
they  never  having  been  paid.  The  sum  was  under  2UU/.,  but 
she  peremptorily  refusea  to  have  it  paid  off— and  both  this 
arrear,  ana  all  other  professional  emoluments,  on  tha  ordinary 
scale,  were  first  paid  after  her  decease  by  tha  Treasury,  among 
tha  other  expenses  of  the  cause  !” 

We  also  find  a  good  anecdote  illustrative  of  that 
sagacity  in  which  George  the  Third  was  seldom  defi¬ 
cient,  when  his  narrow  understanding  was  stimulated 
to  activity  by  a  sufficiently  strong  personal  interest 
or  passion. 

THE  BOOK. 

**  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  The  ifooir,  written  by 
Mr  Perceval,  and  previously  printed  at  bis  house  under  IahA 
Ktdon’s  superintendence  and  his  own,  was  prepared  in  con¬ 
cert  with  the  King,  and  was  intended  to  sound  the  alarm 
against  Cailton  House  and  the  Whigs,  when  a  still  more  fa¬ 
vourable  opportunity  of  making  a  breach  with  tha  latter  un¬ 
expectedly  offered  itself  in  the  Catholic  question.  Tha  King, 
with  hia  accustomed  quickness  and  sagacity,  at  once  per¬ 
ceived  that  this  afforded  a  still  more  advantagMus  ground  of 
fighting  the  battle  he  had  so  long  wished  to  join  with  hia 
enemies.  To  lA>rd  Kldon  and  Mr  Perceval  nothiogcould 
be  more  suitable  or  agreeable ;  the  cry  against  the  Prince 
waa  laid  aaida  for  the  cry  of  IVa  Papery;  and  Inslaad  of 
proclaiming  coi^gal  rights  to  be  aieaaced  by  the  Whigs, 
the  Church  was  announced  to  be  in  danger  from  their  ma¬ 
chinations.  Tha  surceaa  of  this  movesMot  la  wall  known, 
and  it  laid  tha  cause  of  the  Priaccea  out  of  view  for  some 
■yeura.” 

The  notices  of  Mr  Perceval,  Lord  Eldon,  Mr 
Canning,  and  Lord  Dudley,  are  vivid  delineations  of 
character,  replete  with  livdy  and  poi^ant  remark, 
and  executed  with  an  elaborate  art  which  will  secure 
them  a  permanent  place  amoni^  the  most  fioiahed 
portraits  of  the  public  men  of  tne  lait  generation.

Imgness  to  quit  the  Great  Seal ;  the  imminent  risk  there  wm 
of  his  not  again  sitting  in  that  place ;  the  uncertairty  of  all 
tha  tenures  by  which  official  life  is  held ;  and  even  the  arri¬ 
val  of  that  season  when  it  became  him  to  prepare  for  a  yet 
more  awful  change;  and  the  hearer,  who  knew  the  speaker, 
felt  here  so  intimate  persuasion  that  the  ™ost  religions  ot 
mortals  could  not  hove  named  the  great  debt  of  nature  with 
more  touching  sincerity,  or  employed  kn  exprMSion  oiOTe 
calculated  to  convey  that  feeling  of  dread.  Such  were  the 
songs  of  the  swan  when  the  waters  were  a  mirror,  and^  there 
was  DO  fear  of  dissolution.  But  in  foul  weather— the  instant 
that  peril  approached— be  the  black  cloud  on  the  very  verge 
of  the  horizon,  and  but  the  size  of  a  man  s  hand— all  these 
notes  were  hushed,  and  a  front  waa  assumed  as  if  the  Great 
Seal  had  been  given  to  him  for  life,  with  the  rwwer  to  name 
his  successor  by  any  writing  under  his  hand,  or  by  parole 
before  a  single  witness.  In  like  manner,  when  the  interests 
of  suitors  required  despatch,  when  causes  had  been  heard  by 
the  hour  and  by  the  day,  and  all  the  efforts  of  the  judge  to 
coax  the  advocate  into  greater  prolixity  had  been  exhausted, 
the  dreaded  moment  of  decision  came,  but  brought  only  hesi¬ 
tation,  doubt,  delay.  So,  too,  when  common  matters  occurred 
in  Parliament,  and  no  kind  of  importance  could  be  attached 
to  the  adoption  of  one  coarse  rather  than  another,  bless  us  ! 
what  inexnaustible  suggestions  of  difficulty,  what  endless 
effusion  of  conflicting  views,  what  a  rich  mine  of  mock  dia¬ 
monds  sll  glittering  and  worthless  in  the  shape  of  reasons  on 
ail  sides  or  a  question  never  worth  the  trouble  of  asking,  and 
which  none  but  this  great  magician  would  stop  to  resolve  ! 
So  again  in  the  Council — when  there  was  no  danger  of  any 
kind,  and  it  signified  not  a  straw  what  was  done,  the  day, 
had  it  been  lengthened  out  by  the  sun  being  made  to  stand 
still,  while  our  Joshua  slew  all  the  men  in  Buckram  that  he 
conjured  up,  would  yet  have  been  all  too  short  to  state  and 
to  solve  liis  difficulties  about  nothing!  But  let  there  come 
any  real  emliarrassment,  any  substantial  peril  which  required 
a  bold  and  vigorous  art  to  ward  it  off — let  there  but  be  occa¬ 
sion  for  nerves  to  work  through  a  crisis  which  it  asked  no 
common  boldness  to  face  at  alt— let  there  ari^e  some  new  and 
strange  combination  of  circumstances,,  which,  governed  by 
no  precedent,  must  be  met  by  unprecedented  measures,— and 
no  man  that  ever  sat  at  a  Council  board,  more  quickly  made 
up  his  mind,  or  more  gallantly  performed  his  part.  Be  the 
act  mild  or  harsh,  moderate  or  violent,  sanctioned  by  the  law 
and  constitution,  or  an  open  outrage  upon  both,  he  was  heard 
indeed  to  wail  and  groan  much  of  painful  necessity — often 
vowed  to  God — spoke  largely  of  conscience— complained  bit¬ 
terly  of  a  hard  lot — but  the  paramount  sense  of  duty  overcame 
alljother  feelings;  and,  witn  wailing  and  with  tears,  beating 
hia  breast,  and  only  not  tearing  his  hair,  he  did  in  the  twink¬ 
ling  of  an  eye  the  act  which  unexpectedly  discomfited  his  ad¬ 
versaries,  and  secured  his  own  power  for  ever.  He  who 
would  adjourn  a  private  road  or  estate  bill  for  weeks,  unable 
to  make  up  his  mind  on  one  of  its  clauses,  or  take  a  month 
to  determine  on  what  terms  some  amendment  should  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  a  suit,  could,  without  one  moment’s  hesitation,  re¬ 
solve  to  give  the  King’s  consent  to  the  making  of  laws,  when 
he  was  in  such  a  state  of  mental  disease,  that  the  Keeper  of 
his  Person  could  not  be  suffered  to  quit  the  royal  closet  for 
an  instant,  while  his  patient  was  with  the  Keeper  of  his  Con¬ 
science  iierforming  the  highest  iunction  of  sovereignty  ! 

"  Witn  all  these  apparent  discrepancies  between  Lord  EU 
don’s  outward  and  inward  man,  nothing  coold  be  more  incor¬ 
rect  than  to  represent  him  as  tainted  with  hypocrisy,  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  He  had  imbibed  from  hisyoath, 
and  in  the  orthodox  bowers  which  Isis  waters,  the  dogmas 
of  the  Tory  creed  in  all  their  purity  and  rigour.  By  these 
dogmas  he  abided  through  his  whole  life,  with  a  steadfastness, 
and  even  at  a  sacrifice  of  power,  which  sets  at  defiance  all 
attempts  to  question  their  perfect  sincerity.  Such  as  he  was 
when  he  left  Oxford,  such  he  continued  above ‘sixty  years 
aficr,  to  the  close  of  his  long  and  prosperous  life ; — the 
enemy  of  all  reform,  the  champion  of  the  throne  and  the 
altar,  and  confounding  every  abuse  that  surrounded  the  one 
or  grew  up  within  the  precincts  of  the  other,  with  the  insti¬ 
tutions  themselves ;  alike  the  determined  enemy  of  all  who 
would  either  invade  the  institution  or  root  up  the  abase.’* 

There  is  nothing,  however,  in  this  whole  article 
which  will  be  read,  we  believe,  with  more  general 
and  vivid  interest  than  the  narrative  of  the  Princess 
Charlotte’s  flight  from  Warwick  House  to  her 
mother’s  residence  in  Connaught  place.  The  story 
is  admirably  graphic,  and  one  whicn  could  only  have 
been  told  by  the  noble  and  learned  reviewer. 

THE  NIGHT  OF  THE  PRINCESS  CHARLOTTE’S  ESCAPE 
TO  HER  MOTHER. 

**  In  a  fins  avsning  of  July,  about  the  hour  of  seven,  when 
the  streets  are  deserted  by  all  peraona  of  condition,  she 
rush^  oat  of  her  residence  in  Warwick  House,  unattended  ; 
hastily  crossed  Cockspur  street ;  Hung  herself  into  the  first 
hackney-coach  she  could  find ;  and  drove  to  her  mother’s 
house  10  Connaught  place.  The  Princess  of  Wales  having 
gone  to  pass  the  day  at  her  Blacklieath  villa,  a  messenger 
was  despatched  for  her,  another  for  her  law  adviser,  Mr 
Brougham,  and  a  third  for  Miss  Mercer  EIpbinstooe,  the 
young  Princess’s  bosom  friend.  He  arrived  before  the  Pria- 
cees  of  Wales  had  returned;  and  Miss  Mercer  Elphiostone 
had  alooe  obeyed  the  euminons.  Soon  efiar  the  royal  mother 
cam^  accompanied  by  Lady  Charlotte  Lindsey,  her  lady  in 
waiting.  It  wee  foend  that  the  Princeee  Charlotte’s  fixed 
resolution  was  to  leave  her  father’s  house,  end  that  which  he 
had  appointed  for  her  residence,  and  to  live  thenceforth  with 
hm  mother.  But  Mr  Brougham  is  understood  to  have  felt 
huaeslf  ender  the  painful  necessity  of  explaining  to  her  that 
by  the  lew,  os  all  Um  twelve  judges  bat  one  haa  laid  it  dowa 
in  George  I’s  toiini,  aad  as  it  was  aow  admitted  to  be  settled, 
the  King  or  the  Rageat  bad  the  absolute  power  to  dispose  of 
the  persoM  of  ell  the  Royal  Family,  while  under  age.

the  spot  where  she  now  stood,  and  all  the  people  of  thig  ^ 
metropolis  would  be  gathered  together  on  that  plain  eitk 
one  common  feeling  in  her  behall — but  that  the  triuapii  j 
one  hour  would  be  dearly  purchased  by  the  oonseqnc^ 
which  must  assuredly  follow  in  the  next,  when  thetroom 
ponred  in  and  quelled  all  resistance  to  the  clear 
doubted  law  of  the  land,  with  the  certain  effusion  of  blood-, 
nay,  that  through  the  rest  of  her  life  she  never  would  esesM 
the  odium  which,  in  this  country,  always  attends  thosew^ 
by  breaking  the  law,  occasion  sneh  calamities.

There  had,  however,  been  a  treaty  for  some  time  pend- 
ing,  the  object  of  which  was  her  marriage  with  the  Kiav  of 
Holland’s  eldest  son — a  match  as  unwise  on  pobUc  ^osods 
as  it  was  unpalateable  to  her  own  taste.  She  had  set  herself 
decidedly  against  it,  and  was  apprehensive  of  being  draws  or 
driven  into  it  by  the  systematic  course  of  illusage  rscestly 
employed  against  her.  It  was  even  sepposed  by  soom,  sid 
indeed  rather  insinuated  by  herself,  that  her  principal  ressoe 
for  leaving  Warwick  House  had  Iwea  to  disentangle  benelf 
at  once  from  the  trammels  of  this  negotiation.  And  it  is 
certain  that,  before  she  would  consent  to  return,  she  dirsetsd 
a  declaration  to  be  drawn  up,  which  was  signed  by  all  prs. 
lent,  in  which  she  used  remarkable  expressions  to  the  follow, 
ing  effect : — ‘  I  am  resolved  never  to  marry  the  Prises  of 
Orange.  If  it  shall  be  seen  that  such  a  match  is  SDeounesd, 
I  wish  this  my  declaration  to  be  home  in  mind,  that  it  will 
be  a  marriage  without  my  consent  and  against  ray  will;  sod 
I  desire  Augustus  (Dnke  of  Sussex)  and  Mr  Broughsa  will 
particularly  take  notice  uf  this.* 

**  No  farther  attesapts  were  made  to  enforce  tke  hated  aar* 
riage;  but  the  Duke  of  Sussex’s  supposed  share  in  ^sskiaj; 
it  off  was  never  forgiven.  The  Regent  immediately  caHed 
together  the  different  members  of  the  family,  and  aimoeaccd 
that  they  most  make  their  election  between  himseir  and  tks 
Duke — whoever  refused  to  give  up  the  society  of  the  lattsr 
being  warned  that  he  gave  up  all  ratercourse  with  the  Rt> 
gent.  It  is  most  creditable  to  the  Duke  of  GlouMtcr  that 
this  honest  and  excellent  man  at  once  rejected  the  iesaltiof 
and  humiliating  proposition.”

nation  of  official  existence ;  and  none  but  one  bereft  o*  bn 
senses  ever  makes  himself  a  voluntary  sacrifice  for  his  princi* 
pies  or  his  country.”

FINE  ARTS.

**  Vlliilat  th«  enfraven  of  Eoflaad  are  boooorably  diatin* 
gnifhed  by  the  Academiea  of  Arta  in  the  diffrreat  aationa  of 
tjfnpr.  tboy  are  tnorely  noOead  or  diatinfniabod  by  the  Royal 
irailawT  of  Arta  of  London,  among  artiaU,  aomewbat  aa  felona 
are  among  men.** 

In  the  present  state  of  socie^,  emulation  is  so 
active,  and  professional  success  is  of  such  difficult 
attainment,  that  the  minds  of  men  are  generally 
wholly  engrossed  by  their  own  particular  pursuits, 
and  respective  vocations.  Self-o/feancemenf  is,  in 
fact,  so  entirely  the  sole  object  of  the  great  majority, 
and  the  classes  whose  hereditary  or  acquired  opu¬ 
lence  exempts  them  from  this  monopolizing  incentive, 
possess  so  small  a  portion  of  the  feelings  which  ani¬ 
mated  the  illustrious  Medici,  that  the  real  now  takes 
an  utter  precedence  of  the  ideal.  The  consequence  is 
that  every  art  which  gratifies  no  material  and  actual 
necessity,  but  addresses  itself  merely  to  the  imagina¬ 
tion,  must  have  its  quantum  of  representatives  in  the 
great  world  ;  or  it  incurs  the  certain  penalty  of  being 
neglected  and  entirely  misunderstoc^,  if  not,  ulti¬ 
mately,  wholly  forgotten.  This  is  a  principle  so 
obviously  true  and  so  easily  comprehended,  that  all 
classes  of  artists  would  willingly  adopt  it ;  and  con¬ 
sequently  we  see  the  members  of  the  Royal  Aca¬ 
demy  periodically  and  consistently  exerting  their 
corporate  influence  to  address  to  themselyes  indivi¬ 
dually  the  regards  and  attention  of  the  public,  and 
to  sustain  and  cement  their  personal  intercourse 
with  the  great  patrons  of  their  art. 

But  does  the  engraver  pursue  this  judicious  policy? 
Do  we  discover  him  in  a  prominent  and  conspicuous 
sphere  ?  Does  he  occupy  a  distinguished  and 
honourable  position  in  society  ?  or  is  he  ever  to  be 
seen  bustling  among  the  ranks  of  the  active,  the 
eminent,  and  the  influential  ?  No  !  is  the  answer, 
to  the  shame  of  many ;  and  to  the  inculpation  of  the 
various  opulent  protectors  of  the  pictorial  art,  who 
ous'ht  to  have  discerned  his  value,  and  to  have 
assisted  him  to  emerge  from  his  obscurity.  To  adopt 
a  conventional  and  emphatic  phrase,  the  engraver  is 
essentially  a  gentleman,  and  as  such  should  be 
treated  and  received.  Li  right  of  his  profession,  he 
should  lie  found  wherever  talent  and  station  congre¬ 
gate  ;  but  by  some  crafty  and  nefarious  juggle  he 
has  hitherto  been  excluded  from  all  the  highways  of 
society.  The  principal  causes  of  this  great  injustice 
we  will  now  investigate  and  expose. 

The  writer  of  the  Evidence  and  the  engravers 
generally,  do  not  hesitate  to  attribute  their  present 
unmerited  position,  to  the  conduct  of  the  Royal 
Academy.  This  haughty,  singularly  self-sufficient, 
and  perverse  bmly  of  men  has  obviously,  in  its  puny 
spirit  of  vanity  and  jealousy,  and  with  the  habitud 
blindness  to  its  own  real  interest  for  which  it  is 
renowned,  laboured  to  keep  the  engravers  in  a  state 
of'  vassalagel  Individually,  the  R.A.'s  have  long 
exhibiud  and  do  exhibit  a  Punic  faith  and  feeling  in 
all  their  compulsory  relations  with  the  men  upon 
whoae  exertions  they  are  in  a  greet  degree  dependent 
for  (heir  celebrity  ;  but,  collectively,  they  have  pur¬ 
sued  them  with  a  hostility  as  inexorable  as  a 
Roman's,  though  not  quite  so  magnanimous.  Beiium 
intemeeinum,  which  may  be  thus  translated,  **  War 
to  the  (pallet)  knife !  **  haa  been  their  motto  for 
some  scores  of  years,  and  with  brush  and  with  pen 
they  have  only  too  successfully  sustained  it ;  though, 
generally  speaking,  they  are  even  worse  authors  than 
painters.  The  attentiou  of  several  of  this  body,  but 
of  one  especially,  mi^t  very  beneficially  be  directed 
to  the  epigram  of  Voltaire,  on  “  Notre  ami  Coypel,** 
who,  in  his  capacity  of  celebrated  artist  and  cele* 
bratod  poet,  avowed  bis  determination  to  excel  both 
Rapha^  and  Horace  i  and  it  was  agreed  that  he 
aucceaded,  for  Hapkael  never  wrote,  nor  did  Horace 
paint,  as  well. 

However,  all  their  personal  influence,  such  as  it 
is,  which  has  arisen  to  them  from  the  practice  of 
their  art,  has  been  unscrupulously  devoted  to  the 
gratification  of  the  mean  malice  originating  in  a  still 
meaner  vanity  t  and,  in  their  miserable  lust  of  supe¬ 
riority,  rcgai^less  of  every  conscientious  feeling, 
they  have  not  hesitated  to  inflict  a  grave  and  perma¬ 
nent  wrung  on  a  meritorious  body  of  men,  professors 
of  an  art  only  secondary  to  their  own.  Yet,  while 
freely  admitting  the  eecondary  nature  of  the  art,  we 
must  not  forget  to  claim  priority  for  the  artists  ;  the 
great  majority  of  whom  have  manifested,  ia  their 
degree,  an  extent  of  ability  far  exceeding  that  which 
has  been  displayed  by  an  equal  number  of  their  ex- 
btiiig  oppressors.  This  seemingly  comprehensive 
and  vague  question  may  he  thus  simplified  : 
Have  the  twelve  first  engravers  in  this  country 
attained  a  higher  degree  of  excellence  in  their  art, 
than  the  twelve  6Mt  painters  luive  exhibited  in 
tkeire  f  Individual  comparisons  are  so  painful, 
both  to  writers  and  to  readers,  that  we  cannot  have 
recourse  to  them  ;  or  we  could  soon  eltarly  ptooe 
what  we  now  only  boldly  aver.  One  corroborative 
fact,  however,  which  is  nournom  end  iodiiputebU, 


we  may  cite :  English  engravi^  is  advancing. 
Can  the  same  assertion  be  made  in  relation  to  the 
English  school  of  painting  f 

But  before  we  farther  pursue  our  own  comments, 
we  will  tell  the  tale  of  ^eir  grievances,  as  we  find  it 
in  the  pamphlet,  the  writer  of  which,  we  will  take 
this  opportunity  of  observing,  deserves  commenda- 
tion. 

The  subject  of  the  engravers*  complaint  is  this  : 
that,  while  their  art,  through  their  own  most 
laudable  exertions,  has  arrived  at  an  unprecedented 
excellence,  they,  the  professors  of  it,  instep  of 
making  a  pari  passu  ascent,  remain  neglected,  if  not 
contemned.  During  the  examination  of  some  of 
their  body  before  the  House  of  Commons,  one  or 
two  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  their 
claims,  dwelt  much  on  the  prosperity  of  the  art  in  this 
country  ;  and  seemed  inclined  to  make  the  deduc¬ 
tion  that  engravers  consequently  cannot  be  aggrieved. 
But  this  deduction,  if  ever  intended,  is  founded  on 
a  fallacy  ;  number  and  merit  being  mistaken  for 
prosperity.  Numerous  plates  are  executed,  and  the 
great  majority  of  them  are  admirably  executed  :  in 
fact,  the  art  prospers  ;  but  it  does  not  thence 
follow  that  the  artist  is  prosperous.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  the  very  reverse  has  been  proved ;  and  the 
engraver  has  been  shown  to  be  existing  in  the  most 
adverse  circumstances.  From  this  argument,  there¬ 
fore,  results  the  precisely  opposite  corollary  ;  and 
the  iryugtice  of  the  engraver’s  obscurity  and  poverty 
is  infinitely  aggravated  by  the  substantiation  of  the 
increasing  merit  of  his  works :  for,  exactly  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  talent,  should  be  his  position. 
But,  of  all  the  professors  of  the  liberal  arts  in  this 
country,  the  engraver  is  the  only  one  who  has 
neither  definite  station  nor  conventional  considera¬ 
tion  ;  yet  the  English  school  of  engraving  is  uni¬ 
versally  admitted  to  be  the  first  in  Europe !  By 
the  concurrence  of  every  intelligent  foreigner,  the 
productions  of  our  engravers  entitle  them  to  fiune 
and  opulence,  and  obtain  for  them  their  admiration 
and  respect.  Nevertheless,  the  men  still  live  unno¬ 
ticed  and  neglected  in  their  own  country  ;  notwith¬ 
standing,  too,  that  before  us  is  the  admirable  example 
of  the  continent,  where  engravers,  self-avowed  to  be 
inferior  to  ours,  attain  the  highest  honours,  acquire 
great  wealth,  and  enjoy  the  most  flattering  social  es¬ 
timation.  Yet,  in  our  saucy  and  insular  vanity,  we 
affect  to  regard  with  condescending  patronage  the 
institutions  of  all  foreign  nations ! 

For  the  cause  of  this  unjust  estimation  of  their 

{lersonal  pretensions,  the  engravers  point  to  the 
loyal  Academy,  which  they  regard  as  the  upas 
tree  of  their  social  and  individud  condition :  and 
certainly,  previously  to  the  year  1768,  the  most 
eminent  engravers  appear  to  have  been  honourably 
and  adequately  estimated,  and  to  have  been  the 
mates  and  peers  of  the  most  eminent  painters.  But 
suddenly  this  despotic  body  arises,  and,  in  a  sort  of 
see-saw  action,  with  one  hand  elevating  its  own 
members,  even  above  the  high  position  which  they 
heretofore  occupied,  with  the  other,  not  only  dis¬ 
lodges  the  engraver  from  his  hitherto  parallel  sta¬ 
tion,  hut  sinks  and  fetters  him  in  a  previously 
unknown  abyss  of  insignificance  and  obscurity,  if  not 
of  obloquy. 

But  we  will  now  allow  the  writer  of  the  pamphlet 
to  detail  a  portion  of  his  own  case,  premising,  how¬ 
ever,  that  his  manner  is  not,  generally  speaking, 
equal  to  his  matter.  He  states  that  the  condition 
of  the  engravers  was  as  we  have  re[)resented  it, 
until 

“  The  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  was  established  in  Lon¬ 
don,  for  the  encouragement  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  archi- 
tacture  only;  eni^ving,  hy  the  laws  of  that  institution, 
having  been  excluded  altogether.*  Hence,  engravers  in 
England  became  outcasts  from  that  honourable  considera¬ 
tion  which  they  had  previously  enkwed  in  relation  to  the 
professors  of  every  other  bnmeh  ot  nne  art. 

^Tbia  act  of  exclusion  not  having  appeared  to  the  Royal 
Acadeniciaas  sufficiently  humiliating,  they  made  another 
law  to  admit  sue  engravers,  as  auoctaies  only :  but  without 
the  pUa  of  teaching,  encouraging,  protecting,  or  otherwise 
serving  en^avins.  •  •  •  Thus  h  was  inti¬ 

mated  to  the  world,  that  six  engravers  were  merely  %vorthy 
of  standing  at  the  door  of  the  Royal  Academy,  whilst  the 
profeasors  of  every  other  branch  •  of  art  were  eligible  to 
enter,  and  participate  in  all  the  advantages  that  might  result 
from  being  therein.  And  there  did  enter,  historical  painters, 
landscape  painters,  portrait  {lainters,  miniature  painters, 
flower  tiainters,  coach  painters,  enamel  launters,  die  engra¬ 
vers,  chasers,  sculptors,  snd  architects,  of  various  kiads ; 
aad  each  one  of  Uiaee  Royal  Academicians  received  a  diploma, 
designating  him  *ome  of  the  muist  able  and  respectable  artists 
resident  in  Great  Britain.*  *  •  •  •

No !  on  the  contrary,  all  the  respectable^  •ttkst 
repndiated  it  as  an  act  of  oppression,  toandad 
abandonment  of  moral  right."  * 

These  are  not  just  deeds.  Messieurs  the  Acs<u 
micians !  but  your  vagaries  and  frailties  are  by^ 
time  tolerably  widely  known  :  and  though  no  h^L 
writing  on  the  wall  has  appeared  to  condemn 
yet  many  a  mortal  scribe  of  renown  has 
scended  to  testify  against  you  ;  it  requires,  theft 
fore,  no  miracle  to  corroborate  the  prediction  tk 
surely  and  quickly  is  your  day  of  judgment  ^ 
proaching ! 

Fas  est  ab  hoste  doceri.  Take,  then,  the  warn, 
ing  of  impartial,  and,  we  hope,  liberal  antagonisu  • 
and,  as  the  penitent  ladies  say  in  the  sentiment 
dramas,  “  Be  just !  be  generous !"  in  time.  Mak 
speedily  what  atonement  you  can,  spontaneously ;  of 
the  twelfth  hour  will  arrive,  and  it  may  be  wnin» 
from  you,  involuntarily.  It  is  difficult  brieffy  m 
define  the  exact  nature  of  the  remedy  you  ihould 
offer  ;  the  evil  has  so  long  existed,  and  is  so  deepl? 
radicated,  that  it  requires  an  elaborate  investigation 
before  the  precise  mode  of  cure  can  with  certainty 
be  pronounced.  Impossible,  however,  is  it  to  stt 
any  bounds  to  the  good  which,  as  a  body,  you  may 
still  do  to  the  art  of  engraving,  and  to  the  cause  of  the 
engravers,  if  you  will  summon  into  existence  only 
one  enlightened  feeling.  Merely,  therefore,  as  a 
slight  earnest  of  your  existing  desire  for  a  future 
and  thorough  amendment,  begin  immediately  your 
career  of  self-correction,  by  volunteering  to  admit 
half-a-dnzen  of  the  first  engravers  in  the  country  to 
your  Academy ;  and  you  will  thus,  at  least,  show 
the  disposition  to  make  some  atonement  for  the 
wrongs  which  your  predecessors  committed,  and 
yourselves  have  perpetuated.  We  will  cheerfully 
save  you  all  the  trouble  of  deliberation,  and  all  the 
vexation  of  indecision  ;  apply  to  us,  and  we  will  not 
only  nominate  the  new  members  for  you,  but,  if  you 
are  rational,  undertake  the  direction  of  your  subs^ 
quent  and  more  important  acts  of  expiation  and 
redress. —  Valete  ! 

The  National  Gallery  has  at  last  been  opened  to  the 
public.  The  pictures  have  been  judiciously  and  ear*, 
fully  cleaned,  and  the  frames  regilt.  The  principal  addU 
tions  to  the  gallery  are  one  or  two  fine  pictures  by  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds,  and  a  few  miserable  pieces  of  tinsel  by 
Sir  Thomas  Lawrence — some  delightful  Watteaus— 
certain  execrable  things  by  West  and  Angelica  Kauff- 
man.  We  see,  too,  for  the  first  time,  a  grand  work  by 
N.  Poussin,  and  two  magnificent  cartoons  (presented  by 
Lord  Francis  Egerton)  by ‘Annibale  Caracci. 

A  new  painting  is  now  exhibited  at  Burford's  Ptno. 
rama,  in  Leicester  square,  representing  the  oily  of 
Canton,  and  affording  a  sample  of  tbe  general  appear¬ 
ance,  not  only  of  Canton,  but  of  every  other  city  in  China. 
The  predominant  character  of  the  scene  is  extreme 
gaiety,  and  the  great  splendour  of  the  sun,  combined 
with  the  bright  artificial  colours,  so  loved  by  the  Cbine^ 
produces  a  delightful  effect.  Die  river  Tigris,  with  iu 
floating  population,  has  an  extraordinary  appesraneeof 
bustle  and  confusion,  and  looks  like  the  scene  of  tome 
magnificent  fite.  The  prevailing  brilliancy  of  the  MW* 
is  in  some  degree  mellowed  by  a  little  landscape  bounded 
by  mountains,  which  are  very  prettily  painted.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr  Burford’s  printed  dcaoripliont  the  present  pi* 
norannic  view  was  taken  by  Toonequa,  a  native  srtirtof 
Canton,  and  is  remarkable  for  its  Chinwe  (proverbial) 
correctness.*'  The  picture  is  certainly  very  curious* sod.

words,  appoint  hostile  coininitteea,  even  speak  against 
US  from  the  tribune,  and  publicly  vote  against  us  when 
the  question  is  put  to  a  show  of  hands  ;  pretend  to  be  of 
the  Tiert  Parti,  evince  even  a  leaning  towards  the 
republic— all  that  we  require  of  you  is  to  give  us  your 
suffrage  In  the  secret  ballot."  Those  70  or  ftO  members 
invariably  vote  in  favour  of  Ministers.  Such  a  state  of 
things,  however,  cannot  last  long. 

SPAIN. 

The  new  Spaniali  loan,  or  rather  the  authority  which 
the  Ministry  demand  to  contract  one,  have  recently 
'formed  the  subject  of* fierce  discussion  in  the  Cortes. 
'Use  Liberals  were  placed  in  a  cruel  position.  At  the 
present  critical  moment  they  must  see  the  absolute  ne> 
evMity  of  extraordinary  resources  to  pay  the  armies,  and 
they  feel  that  to  oppose  any  such  loan  is  to  inflict  a  pro¬ 
found  injury  on  the  Liberal  cause.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  they  have  felt  how  much  of  thb  loan,  of  this  last 
precious  resource  of  the  country,  must  go,  by  means  of 
secret  articles  and  embexzlement,  to  enrich  those  profli¬ 
gate  leeches  which  have  fattened  on  the  blood  of  Spain. 
Proportionate  to  these  difficulties  has  been  the  unplea¬ 
sant  character  of  the  discussion.  Oii  the  last  day’s 
debate,  .M.  Mendirabal,  M.  Martinez  de  la  Koaa,  and 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  were  heard,  and,  towards  the 
close  of  the  sitting,  a  personal  altercation  occurred  be¬ 
tween  the  latter  and  M.  Burriel,  in  the  course  of  which 
they  exchanged  with  each  other  tha  appellations  of 
**  liar"  and  ** calumniator." — On  the  4th,  we  since  find, 
the  ('hamber  of  Deputies  adopted  the  first  article 
of  the  bill  by  which  the  Ministry  is  authorized  to 
contract  a  loan  of  500,000,000  reals  by  a  saajority  of 
PJO  against  6. 

Military  news  is  not  unfavourable.  The  Christinos, 
even  those  of  Kspartero's  army,  attack  wherever  they 
can.  And  if  this  be  persevered  in,  even  though  success 
do  not  always  follow,  the  Carlist  expeditions  will  fail.  ; 
Basilio,  close  hunted,  has  turned  back  from  the  Tagus. 
Negri  and  Merino,  both  beaten,  are  in  the  Sierra  of 
Burgos.  But  not  a  single  advantage  has  been  gained 
this  year  by  Don  Carlos.  O'Donnell,  we  should  add, 
has  made  his  second  attack  on  Vera,  and  captured  it. 

Great  disgust  has  been  excited  in  this  country  by 
Don  Carlos's  conduct  to  his  once  zealous  friend  and 
supporter,  the  Baron  de  Haber.  A  decision  was  pro¬ 
nounced  thu  other  day  in  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court, 
awarding  to  the  Baron  certain  certificates  and  bonds  fur 
loans  (transmitted  to  tliis  country  from  Don  Carlos's 
camp)  as  sureties  fur  a  portion  of  the  large  debt  due 
from  the  Carlist  Pretender  to  M.  de  llitber.  We  fancy 
that  the  Baron  will  nuw  be  convinced  of  the  ingratitude 
of  the  author  of  the  Durango  Decree,  in  whose  cause 
he  has  employed  his  fortune,  and  devoted  his  time  and 
talents.  i 


CANADA  AND  THE  UNITED  STATES.  | 

'fhe  last  accounts  from  Canada  and  from  the  United 
States  prove  the  inability  of  the  false-hearted  and  dis¬ 
contented  republicans,  who  have  passed  over  from  the 
New  York  and  Ohio  frouiicr,  and  piratically  congre¬ 
gated  in  arms  upon  the  peaceful  territory  of  England,  to 
cope  for  an  instant  wish  the  combined  courage  of  Cana¬ 
dian  Loyalists*  and  British  soldiers,  however  small  their 
numerical  force.  The  papers  which  iMive  arrived  within 
the  last  week  communicate  the  particblars  of  two  skir¬ 
mishes,  where  the  invading  patriots  "  of  .America,  aa< 
Canada,  who  had  made  a  seizure  of  **  Fighting  Island,"  I 
near  the  western  extremity  of  Lake  Erie,  were  dislodged 
almost  without  firing  a  shot,  and  chased  from  their  post- 
tion.  This  wss  on  the  morning  of  February  25.  The 
second  brush  with  these  outlaws,  amongst  whom  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  subjects  of  her  Mgjesty,  or  any  other 
than  citizens  of  the  United  States,  were  to  he  found, 
took  plaoa  about  tha  1st  or  2d  ult.,  on  another  (viz. 
Pele)  Island,  within  a  few  iiiilea  of  the  former  scene. 
This  aflair,  though  sliort,  waa  sharp  and  sanguinaiy. 
The  British  detachment,  consisting  of  four  companies  of 
the  dJd  regiment,  one  company  of  the  83d,  thirty  volun¬ 
teer  cavalry,  and  two  six«pounders — altogether,  pro¬ 
bably,  tome  wliat  more  tbanSlX)  men — reached  the  island 
by  daybreak.  I.ieutenant-Culoiicl  Maitland,  of  the  32d 
regiment,  the  oomaaanding  officer  of  ibe  whole  force,  left  | 
two  companiee  of  his  own  regiment,  under  Captain 
Brown,  on  the  southern  extremity  of  Uie  island,  lo  inter¬ 
cept  the  retreat  of  the  banditti  towards  the  Itepubliean 
shore,  which  it  appears  too  true  they  regarded  as  a 
friendly  one.  The  Lieutenant- Colonel  himself  attacked 
them  on  the  north,  and  drove  them  through  the  wood 
into  the  face  of  the  British  detachment  plac^  by  Colonel 
Maitland  to  prevent  their  eooapo  from  being  entirely 
unmolested.  Here  soma  fighting,  of  necessity,  fol. 
loarcd.  The  pirates  were  rendered  desperate,  and 
opened  a  galling  fire;  hut  Captain  Brown,  after  soma  of 
his  roan  had  fallen,  ctmrged  with  the  bayonet,  broke  the 
banditti,  and  oompelled  them  to  fly  in  utter  confusion, 
with  the  loss  of  a  Colonel  Bradley,  thair  commanding 
officer,  slain,  as  also  Major  liowdley.  Captains  Van 
Kensellaer,  M'Keon,  sad  maay  oUiera.  Many  like wisa 
were  taken  prUunen,  and  they  had  a  number  wounded. 
Their  loss,  aceordiag  to  Uicir  own  aatiinatt,  was  from 
forty  to  eighty  men  1  wliioh  Itavea  a  good  wide  margin.

It  is  conceived,  Tlic  following  occurs  in  the^first  para-  ! 
graph:— 

“  It  is  much  to  be  hmented  that  at  a  moment  whw  the 
diatarbed  state  of  Ix>wer  Canada,  and  the  depreasKm  of 
comii€rc€  occMioacd  by  it,  tnust  tend  initerially  to  diminish 
oor  revenne,  the  necessity  for  new  charges  should  be 
created  to  an  inconvenient  extent,  by  the  unexpected  hos¬ 
tility  of  oor  allies,  which  haa  forced  us,  for  a  continued 
length  of  time,  into  a  state  of  actual  warfare  along  the  whole 
extent  of  our  frontier." 

It  is  surely  most  unwarrantable  to  denominate  a  band 
of  ruffians  denounced  as  robbers  by  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  as  our  allies,"  unless  it  is  intended 
to  charge  the  Federal  Government  with  being  privy  to 
their  violations  of  our  territory.  The  following  passage 
is  still  more  remarkable  :  — 

“It  has  been  very  strongly  argued,  even  in  Englaad,  that 
democracy  was  the  only  form  of  government  indigenous  to 
the  soil  of  America,  and  that  monarchy  was  a  power  which 
required  here  artificial  support. 

“  W’lth  a  view  to  subvert  this  theory  the  whole  of  the 
Qiieen's  troops  were  allowed  to  retire  from  the  province,  and 
the  result,  as  had  been  anticipated,  was  that  the  ^ple  of 
Upper  Canada  were  no  sooner  left  uncontrolled,  than  they 
proclaimed  themselves  in  favour  of  monarcliicul  institutions. 
Surrounded  by  temptations  on  almost  every  side,  they  indig¬ 
nantly  rejected  them  all ;  in  a  few  hours  they  successfully 
put  down  insurrection  in  their  own  land,  and  when  American 
citizens,  astonished  and  disapfmintcd  at  their  loyalty,  deter¬ 
mined  to  force  them  to  become  Republicans,  people  of  all  re¬ 
ligions  and  of  all  politics  rushed  to  the  frontier,  to  die  in 
defence  of  their  glorious  Constitution.” 

We  close  our  extracts  with  one  passage  more— per¬ 
haps  the  choicest  of  all — in  which  Sir  Francis  makes  war 
against  Reform  and  Republics: — 

“  The  people  of  England  will,  I  trust,  not  fail  to  admire 
the  calmness,  the  resolution,  the  generosity,  and  the  honour- 
ahle  subjection  to  their  laws,  whicli  have  distinguished  the 
inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  they 
certainly  cannot  fail  to  observe  that  the  Republican  project 
of  our  English  Reformers,  namely,  to  make  the  people  hit  hy 
bit  responsible  only  to  themselves,  has  ended  in  America  hy 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  confessing  its  total  in* 
ability  to  restrain  the  passions  of  its  citizens,  to  guard  its 
state  arsenals,  nr  to  maintain  its  treaties  with  its  oldest  and 
most  natural  ally. 

“  With  this  experience  before  our  eyes,  I  must  confess  I 
join  with  the  Legislature  and  people  of  Upper  Canada  in 
shuddering  at  the  abused  name  of  *  Reform, 'just  as  we  now 
recoil  with  abhorrence  when  we  hear  suddenly  pronounced 
the  word  *  symiiathy.’ 

“  As  my  successor  is  hourly  expected  here,  I  rsturn  to  the 
mother  country  as  I  lelt  it,  totally  uoconnected  with  party  or 
with  politics ;  hut  in  retirement  I  shall  remember  some  of 
the  lessons  which  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  have  taught 
me  ;  and  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  declare  that  I  leave  the  conti¬ 
nent  of  America  with  my  judgment  perfectly  convinced  that 
the  inhabitants  of  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa  are  right  in 
their  opinion,  that  all  men  are  not  by  natuie  equal,  that  the 
assertion  of  the  contraiy  in  America  is  a  fallacy,  and  that 
talent,  industry,  and  character,  must  elevate  individuals,  as 
they  do  nations,  in  the  graduated  scale  of  society.” 

It  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  observe'  of  this  foolish  ad¬ 
dress,  as  ah  impartial  New  York  paper  observes,  that  “  it 
has  been  constructed  more  upon  the  principles  of  a  party 
manifesto  than  upon  those  which  ought  ever  to  mark  the 
expositions  of  a  representative  power.”  It  deserves 
severer  reprobation. 

THE  WEST  INDIAN  COLONIES. 

Recent  arrivals  from  Guiana  have  brought  rntelligence 
of  the  disposition  of  the  local  Legislature  to  second  the 
views  of  Parliament,  which  is  anything  but  encouraging. 
At  the  opening  of  the  Court  of  Policy,  on  the  3d  Feb. 
a  speech  was  delivered  by  Sir  J.  Carmichael  Smyth,  in 
which  he  announced — **The  first  legislative  measure 
which  I  winh  to  bring  under  your  notice  during  the  pre¬ 
sent  session  will  be  one  relative  to  the  classification  of 
the  predial  and  non-predial  labourers.  If  errors  have 
taken  place — if  any  individual  is  liable  to  be  called  upon 
for  two  additional  years  of  servitude,  in  consequence  of 
his  name  having  b^n  entered  in  the  wrong  column  of 
the  registration  list — it  is  fit  and  proper  that  he  should 
be  placed  in  that  class  to  which  he  legally  belongs.  1 
anticipate  your  ready  acquiescence  in  this  measure." 
The  measure  was  rejected.  An  amended  bill  was  next 
introduced,  considerably  modified  in  its  nature  and  oper¬ 
ation,  requiring  the  apprenticed  labourer  who  complained 
of  his  registration  should  first  apply  to  his  master  before 
addres'ing  himself  to  the  special  justice.  This  amended 
bill  was  also  rejected.  Sir  James  Carmichael  Smith,  in 
consequence,  addressed  to  the  negroes  a  proclamation, 
bearing  date  the  I4ih  of  February  last.  After  praising 
them  for  the  loyal  and  peaceable  manner  in  which  they 
have  hitherto  conducted  themselves,  be  adverts  to  the 
dissatisfaelioa  which  some  of  them  entertain  on  account 
of  being  unfairly  classed  in  the  predial  instead  of  the 
non. predial  lists,  and  to  remove  their  apprehensions  he 
then  informs  them  that  **  Her  Majesty  has  already  or¬ 
dered  aod  directed  that  gentlemen  are  to  be  sent  out  to 
this  colony  as  ooinmissiuners,  lor  the  express  purpose  of 
satisfying  ihcmselves,  and  reporting  to  her,  that  each  and 
every  one  of  you  is  plec*td  iu  that  class  which,  by  the 
wisdom  of  the  Imperial  Fartiameut,  has  been  allotted  to 
you.

—  At  the  Newark  assizes,  a  countryman  teas  put  into 
the  witness  box  to  give  a  prisoner  the  benefit  of  his  evi¬ 
dence  as  to  character.  On  being  asked  whether  he  knew 
any  harm  of  the  man  at  the  bar,  he  replied,  **  that  he 
never  knew  much  harm  of  him,  only  that  he  was  given  to 
thieving  prodigiously.**

at  the  instance  of  the  proper  department  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  have  led  to  the  discovery  of  a  fact  of  great  im¬ 
portance  to  the  public  health  of  the  metropolis.

We  hear  that  the 
result  of  Mr  Braude’s  analysis  has  been  to  convince  him 
that  the  water  is  at  present  so  contamiiinted  by  oozings 
from  the  gas-pipes  as  to  be  totally  unfit  for  use  ;  that  it 
is  neither  fit  for  drinking,  nor  fur  any  ordinary  culinary 
purposes;  hut  what  is  of  more  general  importance,  Mr 
Brande  states  that  the  contamination  of  the  springs  by 
gas  it  an  evil  rapidly  extending  itself  in  other  parts  of 
the  metropolis.— O^Jcrccr,

Thb  CoaoKATiOK _ The  Gazette  of  Tuesday  night 

contains  a  second  proclamation  on  the  subject  of  the 
approaching  coronation,  declaring  that  such  part  onl^y-of 
that  ceremony  as  has  been  hitherto  solemnized  in  W’^esU 
minster  Abbey  shall  l>e  solemnized  at  the  ensuing  coro¬ 
nation  ;  thus  dispensing  with  the  pre^ssiun,  the  ban¬ 
quet,  and  the  usual  formalities  in  ^^estminste^  Hall. 
The  reason  avowed  fur  this  curtailment  is.  that  the 

arrangements  may  be  made  as  much  abridged  and 
economical  as  may  be  compatible  with  a  strict  regard  to 
the  solemnity  and  importance  of  the  occasion.  The 
proclamation  hints  that  the  ceremonial  at  the  Abl>ey 
may  also  be  curtailed.  It  certainly  may  lie  curtailed 
with  advantage,  for  some  part*  of  it  are  most  preposterous, 
being  relics  of  ancient  and  barbarous  superstition, 
and  others  are  even  personally  indelicate,  especially  when 
the  Sovereign  is  a  woman.  We  subjoin  a  specimen  of| 
the  Tom  'Thumb  style  of  the  Times,  in  its  remarks  on 
the  day  fixed  for  the  coronation.  It  is  extremely 

amusing: _ “George  IV,"  says  the  former  bitterest 

slanderer  of  that  prince,  “  was  Queen  Victor  a’s 
uncle.  lie  died  within  these  eight  years — he  died 
on  that  day  of  which  the  anniversary  has  been  fixed 
liy  Lord  ^Melbourne,  who  held  office  under  him,  to  be 
the  day  of  his  niece’s  coronation.  Did  her  IMajesty 
know  this  when  she  first  gave  her  assent  to  be  crowned 
on  the  2Glh  of  June?  Could  she  he  aware  of  the  fact  ? 
At  least  her  Majesty  is  now  cognizant  of  the  fact.  Wi 
have  reminded  her,  *  she  is  now  aware  of  the  outrage 
upon  her  uncle’s  memory.  We  have  pointed  it  out. 
Will  her  Majesty  not  give  orders  to  change  the  day  of 
her  coronation?  W'k  shall  see.'  'The  world  will  watch 
for  the  announcement.  Her  Majesty  ought  not  to  be 
dragged  by  coar^e  minded  Ministers  into  acts  derogatory 
to  lioyal  decorum.  'They  ought  to  know,  and  would 
inform  her  Majesty,  if  they  were  real  loyal  friends  of 
the  Crown,  that  though  she  is  not  responsible  to  the 
law  of  the  land,  she  is  to  the  opinions  of  her  subjects.' 

Post  Office  Inconsistencies  — The  postage  from 
Brompton  to  I.auighton,  15  miles.  8d. ;  to  Epping,  2 
miles  farther  on  the  same  road,  7d.  A  letter  directed 
to  Epping,  and  posted  at  Loughton  after  four  o’clock 
r.M.,  is  delivered  at  Epping  in  42  hours;  the  distance 24 
miles,  postage  7d.  'This  letter  remains  at  Loughton  till 
the  following  morning,  is  brought  to  London,  remains 
there  till  eight  the  same  night,  arrives  at  Epping  at  ten, 
and  is  delivered  at  half  past  eight  next  morning,  and 
travels  28  mile*.  The  mail  passe*  from  Epping  and 
through  Loughton  whilst  the  letter  is  lying  at  Loughton, 
besides  not  less  than  four  coaches  ;  but  the  Post-office 
prefers  a  costly  Humphrey  Clinker,  on  a  half-fed,  lame, 
slow  Ireast,  to  a  cheap,  speedy  coach,  for  the  carriage  of 
letters! — Post  Circular. 

Irish  Poor  Law  Bill — 'Fhe  Dublin  P«;4/says — “  The 
greatest  proprietor  in  Wicklow,  and  one  of  the  best 
landlords  in  Ireland,  Earl  Fitzwilliani,  has  taken  strong, 
and,  It  is  imagined,  decisive  steps  against  the  Ministerial 
measure.  The  reader  may  rely  on  this  statement.’’ 

'The  Middlesex  Magistrates. — An  adjourned  meet¬ 
ing  of  (he  Middlesex  magistrates  was  held  on  Tuesday, 
at  the  Sessions  House,  Clerkenwell,  to  consider  a  string 
of  resulutiuns,  some  of  which  had  been  agreed  to  on  a 
former  day,  the  object  of  which  was  to  order  all  public- 
houses  within  the  limit*  of  the  metropolis  to  be  closed  at 
a  certain  hour  of  the  night,  and  not  he  permitted  to  be 
opened  for  the  sale  of  beer  and  spirituous  liquors  before 
the  hour  of  one  o’clock  on  Sundays;  and  that,  in  lieu  of 
such  houses,  shops  for  the  sale  of  tea,  coffee,  and  other 
unintoxicating  liquors,  should  be  kept  open  all  night 
under  proper  regulations,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public.  I'be  resolutions  to  the  above  effect  were  agreed 
to.  and  Mr  B.  Beaumont  then  moved  a  resolution  to  the 
effect,  that  publicans  who  should  supply  strong  beer, 
wine,  or  spirituous  liquors,  to  persons  while  in  a  state  of 
intoxication,  should  not  be  entitled  to  payment  for 
liquor  so  furnished.  After  some  discussion,  this  resolu¬ 
tion  was  agreed  to;  as  was  also  another  resolution  to  this 
effect,  that  persons  consuming  victuals  in  any  house  for 
the  sale  thereof,  and  not  paying  for  the  same,  there  being 
no  agreement  for  credit  to  be  given,  should  be  deemed 
idle  and  disorderly,  and  punished  accordingly.  This 
resolution  is  I  kely  to  prove  fatal  to  the  Dando  tribe.  A 
long  argument  then  took  place  upon  another  resolution, 
brought  forward  by  Mr  Beaumont,  “  that  magistrates  in 
petty  session  subject  to  appeal  to  the  general  sessions  be 
empowered  to  license  persons  to  keep  houses  in  situa* 
tions  n  liich  they  may  approve  of  for  the  sale  of  tea, 
coflPee,  and  other  refreshments,  not  being  of  an  intoxi¬ 
cating  nature,  to  he  open  in  the  night-time;  and  such 
houses  to  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  pulioe.” 
'Ttie  resolution  was  opposed  by  Captain  \Vo<  d,  Mr 
Gibiron,  Mr  M‘William,  and  other  magistrates,  but  it 
was  finally  carried  ;  and  after  some  formal  business  was 
disposed  of,  the  court  adjourned.

twenty  minutes  it  was  announced  that  they  had  agreed. — 
Lord  thief  Justice  Tindal,  who  had  waited  to  receive  the 
xerdict,  again  took  his  seat  on  the  bench,  and  the  prisoner 
was oncemore  placed  in  the  docL  The  jury  then  entered 
the  box,  and  their  names  having  been  called  over,  the  Fore¬ 
man  wished  to  ask  his  Lordshiu  whether  they  could  find  the 
prisoner  guilty  of  the  fraud  witliout  finding  him  guilty  of  set¬ 
tling  6re  to  his  house.  Lord  Chief  Justice  Tindal  said,  that 
they  must  find  their  verdict  guilty  or  not  guilty,  according 
to  the  evidence  adduced  before  them.  The  Jury  again  re¬ 
tired  for  about  five  minutes,  and  then  returned  with  a  verdict 
of  Guilty.  The  prisoner,  who  hail  di.splayed  throughout  the 
trial  a  good  deal  of  firmness  and  seir-|>ossession,  aiipeared  to 
have  lost  it  all  during  the  absence  of  the  Jury,  andf  when  the 
verdict  was  pronounced  his  countenance  was  deadly  iiale, 
and  his  look  bespoke  mugh  inward  suffering.  The  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  after  a  short  liause,  ordered  him  to  betaken 
from  the  bar. 

.Slinioa  Marryatt  was  indicted  for  the  murder  of  an  aged 
female  named  Mary  Warner,  by  CA)nfiiiing  her  in  a  room  and 
withholding  from  tier  the  means  of  subsistence,  and 
neglect  in  procuring  medical  aid.  Mr  Bodkin  and  Mr 
Biulsntine  were  for  ttie  prosecution,  and  Mr  Payne  and  Mr 
Dosne  for  the  defence.  Among  oilier  witnesses  to  jirove 
the  charge  was  Jane  Godwin :  1  went  on  the  14th  of  August 
to  lodge  in  the  prisoner’s  house ;  1  knew  the  deceased, 
Mary  Warner,  and  I  saw  her  on  the  day  I  went ;  she  aii¬ 
peared  to  be  rather  old ;  it  was  at  the  kitchen  window,  at 
the  front  of  the  house,  that  1  saw  her;  about  two  days 
afterwards  I  heard  her  crying ;  all  the  time  I  lived  in  the 
house  I  never  saw  light  or  fire  in  the  kitchen  ;  one  night  the 
deceased  screamed  “  Murder !”  and  I  went  down  and  said, 
“  You  have  locked  yourself  in,”  and  she  answered,  No,  I 
Itave  not,  I  have  been  always  locked  in  since  I  have  come 
l^m.”-- Elizabeth  Curley  gave  evidence  of  a  still  more  de¬ 
cisive  kind,  of  the  cruellest  treatment — Elizabetli  Robinson: 
I  went  to  Dolphin  court  on  the  11  tlx  day  of  August  last;  I 
went  on  one  ta'casiun  to  the  door  of  tne  kitchen  and  the 
deceased  was  crying  “  Murder !”  and  shaking  the  door 
xiolenlly;  she  smd,  “Why  do  they  keep  me  here  ([Minting 
to  the  furniture  in  the  room),  when  I  have  so  much  good 
mrniture  of  ray  own  ?”

The  law  required  of  persons  t 
imposed  upon  common  sense,  prudence  and  discretion.;  here,' 
however,  those  qualities  had  not  been  exercised.  The  Com¬ 
mon  Sergeant  recalled  Mr  Mariani,  and  asked  hur  if  it  was 
an  imitation  of  an  order  granted  by  the  theatre  ? — The  wit¬ 
ness  said  it  was  not  an  imitation ;  no  orders  had  been  granted 
during  the  season,  except  the  usual  admissions  to  the  public 
press.  The  Common  Sergeant  then  told  the  Jury  that  com¬ 
mon  caution  and  prudence,  as  required  by  law,  had  not  been 
exercised  by  the  {xrosecutors.  Who  could  believe  such 
“  orders  ”  to  be  genuine  ? — The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
acquittal. 

kdteard  Rlcakey  was  indicted  ns  the  principal  in  causing 
the  death  of  Thomas  Boulter  by  beating  and  striking,  aim 
Tkomat  Curtuix  John  J^fanvn,  and  Rohtrt  Tantony^  were 
indictf^  as  accessories  to  the  said  felon}'.  It  ap|>t*ared  that, 
in  conse<|uence  of  a  quarrel  Ixetween  the  oecea.sed  and 
Bleakey,  arising  from  the  latter  having  danced  with  a  girl  at 
a  public-house  in  Poplar,  they  fought  in  Plaistow  Marsh, 
where  the  decea.sed  was  killed  by  the  blows  that  he  receivea 
fioui  Bleakey.  IJiMn  these  facts  being  proved  the  Jury  re¬ 
turned  a  verdict  of  Manslaughter  against  all  the  nrisoners, 
and  they  were  each  sentenced  to  one  month’s  imprison¬ 
ment. 

Bemjamin  AUsonj  a  voung  man,  was  indicted  for  unlaw¬ 
fully  administering  to  Emma  Crijips  a  quantity  of  laudanum, 
wefl  knowing  the  same  to  be  a  deadly  poison,  whereby  she 
died.  Mr  Adolphu.s,  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution,  stated 
tlie  case.  The  prisoner  and  the  unfortunate  deceased  lived 
tt^tlier,  and  being  reduced  to  great  [Mverty,  had  come  to 
the  conclusion  of  destroying  each  other.  Whether  dcceasiHl 
was  willing  to  take  the  [Mi.son  or  not  made  no  difference  in 
law,  and  he  told  the  Jury  tliat  tlu*  offence  was  as  much  mur¬ 
der  as  if  the  deceased  had  nut  been  aware  that  the  |)oison 
was  to  be  administered  to  her.  In  a  Christian  country  a 
{xersun  had  no  right  to  destroy  his  own  life,  much  less  to 
minister  to  taking  away  that  of  another.  The  learned 
counsel  then  proceeded  to  detail,  brioHy,  the  fiicts  of  the 
rase,  and  called  his  witnesses.  (We  have  already  given  the 
details,  both  in  the  police  reports,  and  those  of  the  inquesG) 
A  verdict  was  returned  of — Guilty.

There  were  other  counts  in  the  indict¬ 
ment  varying^e  description  of  the  ixarty  intended  to  be 
defraudea.  ^he  prisoners  were  again  indicted  for  uttering

to  the  said  will,  with  intent  to  defraud,  Ac.  well  knowing 
them  to  be  forged.  The  prisoners  severally  pleaded  not 
guilty. 

Tliomas  Williams  was  then  placed  at  tlie  Ixar  alone,  and 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  an  indictment  chari'iiig  him  with  hav¬ 
ing  personal!}'  iittereil,  on  the  lUtli  of  July,  the  Ixefore-nien- 
tioned  documents,  with  intent  to  defraud;  Barton  Panton, 
Esq.  and  other  the  next  of  kin  of  the  late  Mr  Junes  Pan- 
ton,  deceased,  he  well  knowing  the  same  to  Ixe  forged.  The 

Rrisoner  was  now  tried  on  this  charge,  the  other  prisoners 
aving  been  taken  Ixack  to  Newgate.  Sir  W.  Foiiett,  witli 
whom  was  Messrs  C.  Phillip.s,  Clark.son,  and  Bislkin,  a|x- 
^ared  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution ;  and  the  Attorney- 
General,  Mr  J.  Jervis,  Mr  Channcll,  Mr  Adolphus,  and  Mr 
Chambers,  on  behalf  of  the  prisoners.  Sir  W.  Follett,  in 
stating  the  case  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution,  said  the  pri¬ 
soner  Torraerly  practised  as  an  attorney  in  Wales,  but  hav¬ 
ing  in  the  year  1828  married  a  daughter  of  Mr  Jones 
Panton,  the  testator,  immediately  discontinued  his  profes¬ 
sion,  and  lived  upon  his  pro|xerty.  The  offence  with  which 
he  was  charged  was  tliat  ixf  uttering  certain  documents 
purporting  to  be  the  last  will  and  cocucils  of  his  father-in- 
law.  The  question  they  would  have  to  try  was,  whether  he 
uttered  these  instruments  knowing  them  to  be  forged.  The 
learned  counsel  then  proceeded  to  relate  the  history  of  the 
testator’s  family,  ana  the  prisoner’s  connexion  therewith, 
and  then  entered  into  a  very  minute  detail  of  the  various 
alterations  made  by  the  testator  in  his  testamentary  grants, 
the  last  of  which  ap|ieared  to  be  made  in  the  year  1833. 
It  would  ap|xear  that  the  greatest  friendship  and  affection 
ap|xeared  to  exist  between  the  testator  and  Ins  family.  After 
his  death,  which  happened  in  May  last,  Mr  Barton  Pantou, 
the  prosecutor,  as  executor  under  his  father’s  will,  sent  to 
all  tne  relations  and  friends  to  attend  tlie  funeral,  the  pri¬ 
soner  amongst  the  rest  The  family,  according  to  the  cus¬ 
tom  of  the  country,  assembled  at  the  castle  after  the  fiuieral, 
to  hear  Uie  will  read ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  prisoner 
having  abruptly  absented  himself,  the  reading  was  post- 
ponecT  After  a  few  days  the  prisoner  wrote  to  the  prose¬ 
cutor,  requesting  him  to  apiMint  an  early  day  for  settling  the 
affairs  of  the  deceased,  as  ne  was  about  to  leave  the  country 
in  consequence  of  the  indis|Msition  of  Mrs  Williams.  Seve¬ 
ral  letters  passed  between  the  ixarties,  in  none  of  which  the 
prisoner  made  the  slightest  allusion  to  his  being  in  posses- 
tion  of  any  will.  He  allowed  the  prosecutor  to  prove  his 
will  without  raising  any  objection,  and  shortly  after  eiitererl 
a  caveat  against  it,  and  then,  tor  the  first  time,  he  made  any 
mention  m  his  having  in  his  iMssession  a  will  in  which  Uie 
testator  had  appoints  him  s<xle  executor,  and  his  wife  the 
princi|xal  and  residuaty  legatee.  He  should  be  able  to  prove 
that  the  body  of  this  will  was  in  the  hand-writing  af  the 
prisoner,  to  which,  as  well  as  the  codicils,  the  attention  of 
the  Jury  would  he  seriously  re(|uired.  He  would  not  at 
present.*  enter  into  a  discussion  on  tlie  suspicion  which 
attached  to  the  fact  of  the  will  beii^  in  the  hand-writing  of 
the  prisoner.  The  main  question  for  the  Jury  was,  had  ixot 
the  jirisoner  been  guilty  of  a  more  serious  offence,  by  sign¬ 
ing  the  name  of  the  testator  to  that  document,  and,  should 
they  arrive  at  that  canclusion,  it  would  become  their  dut)r, 
however  ixainful,  to  pruouunce  a  verdict  of  guilty  of  the 
offence  imputed  to  him. 

Evidence  was  afterwards  heard  during  two  days  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  case  for  Uie  prosecution.  It  ar^ared  that  the 
property  in  dispute  is  very  considerable.  Tne  personal  pro¬ 
perty  is  understood  to  be  about  80,0001:. ;  the  value  of  the 
unsettled  property  may  be  worth  from  5,0001.  to  10,000fL 
The  cliief  points  m  the  prosecutor’s  osse  were,  that  the  pri-| 
•uosr  waa  not  preaeat  with  the  testator  ob  a  certain  alleged ' 
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day,  when  the  second  will  wns  executed — and  weeowdtv,  that 
the  documents  were  not  in  existence  at  the  Ume  of  tile  tes¬ 
tator’s  death,  and  that  they  were  subsequently  fabricated  by 
the  prisoner  in  a  very  curious  manner.  It  was  attempted  to 
be  proved  that  the  testator’s  signature  had  been  obtained  to 
certain  pencil  documents,  which  were  afterwards  rubbed  out, 
and  the  will  written  over.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  Attorney- 
General  rose  to  reply,  and  took  the  opportunity  of  saying, 
“  There  was  a  bill  lately  passed  which  was  considered  an  act  of 
Justice  to  prisoners,  but  if  that  bill  was  to  be  turned  into  an 
engine  for  such  purposes  as  Uiis  prosecution,  the  sooner  it 
WM  repealed  the  better.  In  a  case  in  which  such  a  mass  o4‘ 
evidence  was  adduced,  the  reply  of  ciamsel  must  attract  the 
minds  of  the  Jury  from  the  evidence  before  them.  In  the 
country  to  which  be  belonged,  the  prisoner  was  invariably 
entitled  to  the  last  word ;  it  xvas  the  same  in  France  an?l 
other  less  civilized  countries.  But  in  this  case  they  would 
hear  an  elaborate  reply  from  the  cixunsel  for  the  [xrosecution, 
wdxich  he  (the  Attornev-(»eneral)  should  have  no  opportu¬ 
nity  of  answering.”  The  learned  gentleman  also  adverted 
very  strongly  to  the  conduct  of  the  pmseciitor  in  indicting 
the  two  piKxr  servants  of  the  prisoner  (Ellen  Evans  and  Ann 
Williams),  in  order  to  prevent  the  prisoner  availing  himself 
of  their  testimony  as  being  tlie  surviving  snb.scribing  wit¬ 
nesses  to  the  will.  The  original  subscribing  witnesses 
(observed  the  Attorney-tieneral)  were  John  Williams, 
mxw  dead,  and  who,  as  had  been  stated  by  several 
witne.sses,  was  not  able  to  write  bis  name,  though  he  should 
be  able  to  prove  most  incontrovertibly  that  he  was  not  only 
taught  to  write,  but  was  in  the  constant  habit  of  signing  his 
name,  altboiigli  lie  occasionally,  ns  was  customary  in  that 
[xart  of’  the  country,  merely  made  a  cro.ss  ;  Ellen  Evans, 
Ann  Williams,  and  the  prisoner,  were  the  other  witnesses, 
and  it  must  bo  evident  that  the  only  motive  for  including 
tho.se  females  in  the  imlietment,  was  altogether  to  prevent 
the  prisoner  from  calling  them  as  his  witnesses,  or  if  he  did 
call  t  hem,  to  prejudice  them  in  the  minds  <xf  the  Jury.  The 
validity  of  a  will  deixended  almost  entirely  on  the  evidence 
of  the  attesting  witnesses,  and  w  ithout  them  nothing  could 
be  done ;  the  attesting  witnesst's  were  the  [xarties  who  could 
sjxeak  to  the  demeanour  and  a|)|M‘ai'anee  of  a  testator  at  the 
time  he  signed  his  will,  and  were  the  {xersons  who  ought  to 
be  called  U|Mn  to  give  evidence  ;  a  will  could  not  be  proved 
without  them.  He  also  added  that  he  ( the  Attomey-<tene- 
ral)  should  Ih>  able  to  sliow  clearly  and  dNtinctly  that  the 
documents  were  genuine,  and  he  stiould  also  prove  that  on 
the  7th  of  May  last  the  testator  was  driven  by  his  own 
coachman  to  Brynbras  Castle  (the  prisoner’s  residencek 
where  be  remained  for  some  considerable  time.  He  sbonid 
also  distinctly  prove,  that  his  daughter  I.auretta,  the  pri¬ 
soner’s  wife,  was  the  testator’s  favourite  child.  Tfiese  mat¬ 
ters  tba  learned  counsel  prm'eodcd  to  prove  during  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Thursday.  The  evidence  of  the  females,  Ann  Wil¬ 
liams  and  Ellen  Evans,  was  very  clear  and  unequivocal. 
It  is  scarcely  [Kxssible  that  the  case  can  he  concluded  to-day 
(Saturday).

The 
constable  being  sworn,  stated,  that  on  Tue^ay  night  last  he 
saw  the  prisoner  in  Islington,  offering  tiie  blanket  for  sale, 
when,  sus|)ecting  tJiat  she  had  stolen  it,  he  iiiiestioned  her, 
and  tile  only  account  tliat  she  could  give  of  her  [xossession 
of  it  being  that  she  brought  it  fnxra  Ireland,  he  took  her  to 
the  station-house,  w  here  she  was  locked  upw  Mr  Rogers 
(to  the  [xrisoner) :  Fray  where  did  yon  get  tiie  blanket  If 
Prisoner  (leaning  over  the  ba^:  Sure,  then,  it  is  my  owa, 
inaslher,  aud  1  brought  it  from  Kilkenny. — Mr  llogera : 
But  where  did  you  gut  it  ?  Prisoner :  1  got  it  in  my  own 
house,  or  in  inv  sistiier’s,  and  sure  that  is  all  the  same.  (A 
laugh).— Mr  ftog«*r8 1  If  you  came  from  Kilkenny,  why 
were  you  found  at  Islington  ?  Prisoner  (with  an  air  of  sur¬ 
prise):  Why,  didn’t  I  come  through  St  Alban’s,  and  that 
was  ray  way  r — Mr  Rogers  :  What  caused  you  to  come  to 
England  ?  Prisoner  :  Sure,  then,  don’t  we  all  come  here  to 
get  work  at  this  saison  o’  the  year,  at  harvest,  and  what 
would  1  have  to  L*over  me  if  1  didn’t  bring  along  wid  me  my 
poor  ould  blanket  when  1  wanted  ?— Constable :  But  she  was 
trying  to  [xart  with  it.  Prisoner  (looking  with  contempt  at 
the  |Niliccinan) :  To  be  sure  I  was,  and  wouldn’t  you  do  the 
same  if  ye  wanted  a  pinch  o’  snuff  and  some  victuals  ?  (A 
lai^h.)— Constable :  The  blanket  ap|xears  to  be  nearly  new. 
Prisoner :  And  would  you  have  it  to  be  ould,  coming  oil  the 
way  from  Kilkenny  ?  Sure  it’s  myself  that’s  no  tliief ;  and 
didn’t  I  bring  it  to  sarve  me  till  I  go  back  i^iii  ?  Haven’t 
I  four  childer  in  the  8’2d  Regiment,  in  Stafi^dshire,  who’d 
give  me  a  karacter,  if  tliey  were  here  ?  But  it  isn’t  myself 
Uiat  wants  their  assistance,  if  1  can  get  the  harvest  work,-*- 
The  clerk  said  it  was  nothing  uncommon  for  Irish  [xeuple  to 
come  from  Ireland  to  get  work  at  the  harvest,  and  bring 
blankets  to  cover  them  on  the  road,  and  afterwards  to  be 
passed  to  Ireland.  He  had  no  doubt  site  came  honestly  by 
the  blanket. — Prisoner:  It’s  ray  own  blanket,  roasther,  and 
there’s  nobody  in  England  can  claim  it  besides  myself  and 
ray  sisther.  (Laughter.) — Mr  Rogers :  Give  the  poor  crea¬ 
ture  her  blanket,  and  let  her  go.  Prisoner :  Heaven  bless 
you,  inasther ;  may  the  grass  never  grow  before  your  door, 
and  good  hsik  to  you.  Like  Teague,  site  put  the  blanket 
around  her  shoulders,  which  she  shrugged,  and  seemingly 
congratulated  herself  that  she  was  not  locked  upk 


THE  MURDER  IN  THE  ISLE  OF  DOGS. 

Thomas  Paul,  o/ias  Scott,  a  mud  Ixargeman  aud  excavator, 
was  brought  txefore  Mr  Ballauivne  and  Mr  Graaawood,  at 
the  Thaross  police-office,  on  Mootlay  lost,^  charged  with 
Ixeing  ooDceroed,  with  two  otliera,  in  tba  wilful _  murder  af 
Duncan  Crawford,  an  engine-smith,  at  the  Isle  ol  Dogs,  op¬ 
posite  Greenwich,  on  Suaday,  the  9lh  of  April,  1837.

top  of  the  building,  in  front.  There  was  a  coal  stove  in  that 
room,  bat  no  fire  had  been  in  it  since  half-past  four  o’clock 
the  previous  day;  and  the  last  person  who  left  the  building 
M  Mtiirday  night  states  most  positively  that  there  was  not 
s  spark  of  fere  la  the  building  except  such  as  was  below,  and 
wu  attended  to  by  the  watchmen.  There  are,  moreover, 
MMcircomstances  which  we  are  nut  now  at  liberty  to  divulge, 
which  tend  to  strengthen  the  general  opinion  that  the  fire 
wu  the  work  of  an  incendiary.  From  the  theatre,  the  tire 
(itended  to  the  neiglibouring  houses,  and  destroyed  several. 
We  regret  to  add  the  loss  onife.  During  the  burning  of  the 
theatre,  the  interior  of  which  blazed  like  a  volcano  at  the 
aoeieotof  an  eruption,  sending  the  burning  cinders  in  every 
one  of  the  embers  unfiirtunately  fell  through  a 
broken  pane  of  a  skylight  in  a  club  stable,  No.' 49  Christie 
street,  setting  it  instantly  on  fire,  and  burning  to  death  a 
black  nan  named  Thomas,  who  slept  in  the  loft,  ere  he  could 
he  extricated.  There  were  five  horses  in  the  stable,  all  of 
which  were  got  out  without  injury.  The  stable  belonged  to 
Mr  Hamblin,  who  also  had  a  deep  interest.in  the  theatre.
